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An Old 


Lament 


Pree reports appea™ing in Australian newspapers 
4S.this month carry references—probably garbled—of 

some comment of Dr. Victor Hauser, of Austria, at 
the assembly of the International Pharmaceutical 
Federation held in Londo: curing August. 

To Dr. Hauser is attributcd the statement that phar- 
maceutical chemists would be turning their shops into 
general stores unless they did something to “halt the 
march of proprietary medicines.” 

He said also that the real work of the chemist—the 
dispensing of doctors’ prescriptions—had already been 
forced into the background. 

What is the good, he asked, of more and more exten- 
sive training of students if later they are condemned 
to the distribution of ready-made products? “We 
chemists,” he said, “must be alive to the danger of a 
further increase in proprietary drugs which are very 
often the same thing under different names.” The quo- 
tation of such phrases stripped from the context of the 
full address may give a very erroneous idea of the 
tenor of the doctor’s address. 

The theme is old and well worn. For over thirty 
years gloomy prognostications have issued out of 

trope concerning the future of pharmacy, 

Fears have been expressed regularly and consistently 

hout possible effects of the extension of the products 
of the proprietary medicine industry. The extinction or 

ear-extinction of pharmacy as a profession has been 
prophesied over and over again. 

In the so-called “pharmaceutical specialities” or “ethi- 

| product” or “proprietary medicine” leaders of the 
old school of thought have envisaged destructive 

eapons which would smash up the old traditional 
pharmaty. 

And yet pharmacy has survived as a wholesome, pro- 
gressive, respected calling, which seems to be gather- 
ing rather than losing prestige and standing. 

In a sense, pharmacy of the past has been extin- 
guished. The old methods could not have met the 
requirements of today any more than the horse and 
bugey could cope with the transport problems of our 
modern cities. There had to be change, and many of 
the traditional aspects of pharmacy and other profes- 
sions have fallen into the limbo of things forgotten. 

People of new world countries perhaps are less fear- 
ful of new conditions than those of older lands. 

Founded by adventurous souls and pioneers amongst 
difficulties and dangers, citizens of these new lands were 
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compelled to adapt themselves to conditions which 
would have daunted and deterred men and women of 
lesser heart. Daily, new situations had to be faced and 
problems had to be solved extemporaneously. These 
experiences no doubt have brought out that very char- 
acteristic of adaptability upon which success or failure 
of any community, calling or craft depends. 

Without a facility for fitting into and taking advan- 
tage of new situations, there is little chance of any 
section of the community maintaining a significant 
place. 

Too much time is wasted on discussions as to whether 
any particular occupation is a business or a profession. 
Practitioners in most of the callings and arts nowa- 
days would claim to be professional people. The fact 
is that every profession today is a business and business 
itself is a profession. 

Whatever may have been the case in the past, we 
know that nowadays the fine arts and the professions 
are practised for gain, and that in many of them com- 
petition, although masked, is keen and at times ruth- 
less. “Sordid” commercial considerations are no longer 
divorced from the pursuit of professional undertakings. 
The musician, the artist, the medical practitioner and 
the chemist all have something to sell, and generally 
speaking maintain the “price” of service through their 
professional organisations. 

Pharmacy, then, is not so very much different, al- 
though perhaps it is unique in that merchandising is 
very definitely practised alongside of and in conjunc- 
tion with professional practice. 

We can understand the worthy doctor’s regrets at the 
passing of a time-honoured system of practising a noble 
profession, although we cannot altogether share his 
pessimism. 

But what we fail to understand is his advocacy of 
less education for pharmaceutical students and his belief 
that the chemist of the future will be condemned to 
hand out ready-made products. 

Surely more advanced education and specialised 
training is indeed one of the surest guarantees of main- 
taining our place in the structure of society and aiding 
us to adapt ourselves to new situations. 

Obviously, training and education must be modified 
to meet new requirements. The pharmaceutical 
chemist is no longer predominantly a “pill-puncher.” 
His training can therefore no longer be confined to the 
manipulative manual pharmacy of past decades. The 
horizon is widening and there are new fields to 
conquer. 

No! We think Dr. Hauser—if correctly quoted—is 
wrong, and that rather than advocate a retraction of 
training he should be striving to bring pharmaceutical] 
education to higher levels in more specialised fields.

Introductory Address 
By B. L. Stanton, M.R.C.P., F.R.A.C.P., F.P.S. 
m a paper presented to the Brisbane Conference in 


195i I put forward, as subjects for discussion, many 
questions and propositions relating to the future de- 
velopment and evolution of the A.P.F. Many of these 
a nswered in a practical manner in the present edi- 
tion, which is now in your hands. 


The first, relating to the proposed fusion of the erst- 
while “General” and “Hospital” Sections, has been 
achieved. These combined sections with many for- 
mulae deleted, others modified in consonance with re- 
cent trends, and with several new formulae conform- 
ing with more modern practice, both pharmaceutical 
and therapeutic, have now been classified as the Thera- 
peutic Formulae Section. 


The suggestion that many of the somewhat grandiose 
slices of polypharmacy, originally housed in the Gene- 
ral Section, be retained in an appendix pending the 
advent of a more discriminating era in medicine, 1s 
no longer tenable. Most of them have virtually de- 
leted themselves—victims of pharmacological inanition. 
Others of this ilk, heavily shorn and streamlined, have 
been retained because of some inherent therapeutic 


virtue. Some of the so-called “tonic” type are simpli- 
fied and retained frankly as placebos—or as convenient 
vehicles for other medicaments (e.g., Elixir of Glycero- 


phosphates; Elixir of Nux Vomica; Compound Syrup 
of Glycerophosphates). In addition to these, several 
new formulae groups have been added, among which 
are applications, capsules, magmas, oculents, pessaries 
and lozenges. 

Appended to the Therapeutic Formulae and printed 
on coloured paper is a slightly enlarged Infants’ For- 
mulae Section. In the preparation of this, members 
of the honorary medical staff of the Royal Children’s 
Hospital (Melb.) have made major contributions 

The practice, developed originally in the Australian 
War Pharmacopoeia, of separating formulae for phar- 
maceutical adjuncts — colouring, flavouring, emulsify- 


ing or suspending agents and excipients or vehicles— 
from those having positive therapeutic application, has 
been introduced in this edition. This section, entitled 
“Pharmaceutical Formulae,” carries, in addition to 
these adjuncts, sundry miscellaneous formulae in cur- 
rent pharmaceutical use. 

Such an arrangement allows of an uninterrupted con- 
tinuity of therapeutic formulae, and these being uni- 
formly presented in terms of a single dose and, in the 
case of preparations for external application, in terms 
of the quantity ordinarily prescribed, the need for a 
separate prescribers’ edition has been eliminated. 

This notwithstanding, I rather think that should the 
A.P.F. be adopted in a National Health Scheme a de- 
mand may be made to print the Therapeutic Formulae 
separately 

The promise of a Therapeutic Index has been hon- 
oured, but the difficulties involved in its preparation 
were certainly not less than had been anticipated. 
While presenting many inconsistencies, and while not 
being so scientifically upright as to be in danger of 
falling over backwards, it is, I believe, essentially prac- 
tical. The Editorial Committee, with feet firmly on 
the ground, appreciates the common sense and the pre- 
sent application of the very realistic observation that 
the man who procrastinates until he can make the 
perfect will dies intestate. 

The question as to whether the A.P.F. should con- 
tain a monograph section is again answered in the 
affirmative, and I rather think that this may become 
an important and vital part of the work as time pro- 
gresses and the A.P.F. evolves as an Australian Phar- 
maceutical Codex. 

The tempo of research in the field of therapeutic sut 
stances and their pharmacology is undoubtedly increas- 
ing—as, indeed, a glance at the title of many papers 
presented in Section O will confirm—and it fitting 
that worth-while Australian research having practica! 
therapeutic application, be recorded in appropriate 
monographs in an Australian production. 

The monographs, of course, are not confined to origi- 
nal work, but serve to define standards for drugs which 
are not included in the B.P. or the B.P.C., but are used 
in A.P.F. formulae or as antidotes to poisons 


The section relating to poisons and their antidotes 
has been revised, and, while for many modern drugs 
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specific antidotes are available, the general prin- 
les as enumerated are applicable.

This, I believe, is the position and function of the 
ditorial Committee, and from the fact that the ulti- 
iate decisions are in the hands of a committee, each 
ember of which is an individualist with his own per- 
nal views, ensures the fullest discussion as to the 
isdom of acceptance or rejection of any proposition 
it forward. 

Where the Editorial Committee has not felt com- 

tent to decide on any individual item, it has freely 
ught specialist opinion—as the long list of acknow- 

iedgments will indicate 
Some of you will not agree with every item pre- 
nied, but no critic has spent so much time and has 


been so severe in his review as have members of the 
Editorial Committee itself 

Notes on the Preparation of a New Edition 

the preparation of a new edition, perhaps the first 
é is to prune the old edition by deletion of dead 
aro dying formulae and concepts. Many formulae vir- 
tual.y eliminate themselves—victims of disuse atrophy. 
These present no difficu!t: 


me have been therapeutically moribund for years, 
but won’t lie down. Like a creaking door, they hang 
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on in tottering but continuous use. While these re- 
main in frequent demand, we feel that they must be 
retained, if only to have on hand a standard formula. 
Museum pieces, however, are definitely barred. 

In conformity with modern therapeutic practice, many 
existing formulae have to be simplified and dosage and 
modes of presentation reviewed. Others will require 
modification on purely pharmaceutical grounds—to in- 
crease the facility of preparation, or the stability, or 
the consistency, or to avoid the shoals of ionie incom- 
patibility as exemplified in some of the emulsified 
cream bases. 

New drugs requiring pharmaceutical skill for their 
presentation in forms suitable for efficient administra- 
tion are candidates for incorporation. These may be 
exemplified by some of the “applications” now intro- 
duced—Dicophane dissolved in and reinforcing the 
action of Benzyl Benzoate, in a triethanolamine stearate 
emulsion; Gamma Benzene Hexachloride in simple solu- 
tion in Castor Oil and industrial methylated spirit, or 
mixed with inert dry diluents in a dusting powder, or 
incorporated in an emulsion cream base; the undecylen- 
ates in conspersus and in cream forms; and many anti- 
biotics for presentation as eye-drops, auristillae and 
other forms. New detergents and wetting agents of the 
Alkethox and Cetrimide class are presented in stable 
pharmaceutical concentrates and dilutions for ready use. 
Cetrimide has been incorporated in an ophthalmic 
vehitle, both for its antibacterial activity and, in lower- 
ing surface tension, to allow of more efficient corneal 
penetration and absorption of medicaments. 

Reactions of medicaments have assumed greater im- 
portance, both in relation to the stability of the medica- 
ments themselves and to the tolerance of the lesion or 
tissue to which they are applied. The number of pre- 
parations buffered to maintain a constant reaction has 
therefore been increased considerably. This will be 
seen in the various ophthalmic vehicles, allowing of 
the toning down of ingredients of varying degrees of 
acidity or alkalinity to a non-irritating pH. Special 
information relating to this in the General Notices 
merits attention, and should afford useful. guidance to 
the dispenser when the selection of a suitable buffered 
vehicle is left to his discretion. An interesting example 
of pH adjustment is the Cremor Normalis Aquosus—a

dermatological application buffered to a pH of about 5, 
and designed to maintain the protective “acid mantle” 
of the skin. 

The problem of ionic incompatibility has raised its 
head. Every generation seems to adopt some magic 
words which permeate the literature and fall trippingly 
from the tongue—words which everyone uses and a 
few even understand. Such is the present status of 
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‘ionic incompatibility.” I suppose the bulk of incom- 
patibles one meets are due to the impact of opposed 
ions, but recent application appears to confine this 
term specifically to cases in which the pharmacological 
or pharmaceutical activity resides in a large cation or 
anior Inappropriate mixtures of these active ion 
as when the surgeon steeps his anionically soapy han ds 
ionically antiseptic Zephiran—certainly result in 
a p} emcee ns incompatibility, but I am not con- 
that this always involves therapeutic neutralisa- 
tion, as is claimed.

organic solvents, oils and greases 

The increasing call for sterilisation of many medica- 
ments hitherto dispensed in clean but non-sterilised 
forms has prompted the Committee to increase the 


number of these products—always, of course, with an 
eye on the economic aspect that unnecessary manipula- 
tions mean rising costs. Interesting examples are the 
Sterile Cord Powder (I.F.)—an alum, zinc oxide, talc 


astringent to be sterilised and dispensed in 60-grain 


envelopes. Other examples will, of course, be insuffla- 
tions for application to open wounds—while a modified 
form of heat treatment is put forward as a standard 
procedure in the preparation of eye-drops. 

When the previous edition of the A.P.F. was intro- 
duced, many stones were thrown at the Editorial Com- 
mittee for their frequent use of the term “approxi- 
mate percentage.” One contributor to the discussion 
stated that if the A.P.F. were to be adopted as a legal 
standard it would have to be absolutely correct. He 
went on to say that a statement of approximate per- 
centages of ingredients in a book, which might be 
taken into court, would not be acceptable. 

This is, of course, a misconception, and the B.P., that 
standard of standards, teems with approximations. Each 
formula, as stated, is absolutely exact. correct and un- 
challengeable. For the convenience of the prescriber, 
who is in the habit of thinking in terms of percentages 
when dealing with drugs for external application, an 
accurate or a very nearly accurate percentage is indi- 
cated for his information, but is obviously not a part 
of the formula, nor are percentage formulae given. This 
notwithstanding, for the benefit of single-minded 
purists—and of such, I understand, is the Kingdom of 
Heaven—the Editorial Committee has in the case of 
ointrnents, creams, dusting powders and glycanths made 
to 500 grains, rather than the 480 grains of the apothe- 
caries’ ounce (if such exist), that accurate w/w per- 
centages might be stated. 

They have not gone so far as to adopt a fluid ounce 
equivalent of 440 minims, that an accurate w/v per- 
centage may be stated with ease, but that may yet be 
desirable. 

I have in this address touched on but a few of the 
points of interest incident on the production of a new 
edition. If this were addressed to the Pharmaceutical 
Conference rather than to Section O, many different 
points would be introduced for discussion. Suffice it 
to say that the Editorial Committee has unbounded 
faith in the ultimate destiny of the A.P.F., and exhorts 
pharmacists throughout Australia to aim at and work 
for its adoption as a basic Hospital Formulary for Public 
Hospitals throughout the continent and as a formulary 
basis for the National Health Scheme. This would 
necessitate provision for revision at regular intervals, 
and my stated views that it be completely revised every 
sixth year, with addenda in the second and fourth years 
of its currency, have not been changed. 

I advocate this fidelity to the A.P.F., because I believe 
that it has developed into a work in which pharma- 
ceutical skill has been harnessed, mobilised and applied 
to provide the prescriber with formulae and means by 
which drugs in current use may be used in forms com- 
bining maximum therapeutic efficiency with simplicity, 
safety, stability, compatibility and convenience.

acetylatropine in the course of their investiga- 
of the synthesis of atropine in 1908. Acetylhom- 
atropine was used as an intermediate by Ashina and 
Nozami® in 1940. No further references to these com- 
pounds can be found in the literature, nor is there any 
record of their pharmacology. 
Acetylhyoscine hydrobromide was prepafed in a pure 
state by Savige’ in the Department of Chemistry at 
Me urne University in 1952, and he observed that 
it irolysed slowly in weakly acid solution with 
gradual liberation of hyoscine. This suggested a pos- 


sib ise in medicine, where the slow production of the 
hyoscine might be an advantage, and, in particular, 
that it might give a more prolonged prophylaxis against 
motion sickness. 
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So far twenty-seven such esters have been syn- 
thesised, the esterifying groups including benzoic, 
phenylacetic and betaphenylpropionic acids, and the 
aliphatic acids from acetic to valeric. The hydro- 
bromide of each has been crystallised and purified and 
its content of bromine determined. The melting points 
of these compounds are listed in Tables I and II. Some 
have given interesting pharmacological results, details 
of which will be set out later. 

The tropic acid readily dehydrates to atropic acid, 
forming compounds of apohyoscine or apohyoscyamine,

which are considerably more toxic (at least to mice) 
than the normal alkaloids. The LD 50 of apoatropine 
was found to be 35 mgms. per kilo., against 230 mgms. 
for atropine itself. When an acid anhydride or an 
acid chloride is used to esterify the free base there 
is considerable loss of water, with formation of the 
apo-compound, but, if the hydrobromide is used in 
the acylation, the process proceeds smoothly with a 
good yield of the hydrobromide of the ester, and apo- 
formation is greatly reduced. Even under the best 
conditions, however, some acylations present un- 
expected difficulties, and it has not yet proved pos- 
sible to prepare iso-butyryl hyoscine, phenylacetyl 
hyoscine or esters of hyoscine methylbromide which 
are not contaminated with a large proportion of the 
corresponding apohyoscine compound. 

The method of preparation may be illustrated by 
reference to the acylation of hyoscine hydrobromide. 
When the anhydrous alkaloid salt is heated to 90-100° 
C. for two hours in a considerable excess of acetic an- 
hydride, or to 60-70° C. in a similar excess of acetyl 
chloride, it gradually dissolves, and on cooling the 
acetylhyoscine hydrobromide readily crystallises. It is 
purified by recrystallisation from absolute alcohol, 
alone or mixed with methylethy! ketone. The product 
is free from apohyoscine, having no effect on potas- 
sium permanganate solution. 

The esters of the quaternary methylbromides may be 
prepared either by acylation of the alkaloid methyl- 
bromide, or by treatment of the esterified alkaloid base 
with methyl bromide. 

The methylbromides are not so stable as the hydro- 
bromides. On heating acetylatropine methylbromide it 
melts at 220° C., with loss of acetic acid, resolidifies 
and melts again as apoatropine methylbromide at 
265° C. Acetylhyoscine methylbromide cannot be pre- 
pared under the mildest conditions without a high pro- 
portion of apohyoscine methylbromide, and more of 
this is formed even by a simple recrystallisation. It is 
difficult to account for the marked loss of stability 
when a hydrogen atom attached to the nitrogen is re- 
placed by a methyl group. These compounds are the 
subject of two Australian Patents.’

PHARMACOLOGICAL TESTING 
Some of the hyoscine esters were tested by three 
pharmacological techniques:— 
(a) The effect on the intact body—man, 
(b) The effect on gastric secretion—rat, 
(c) As an acetylcholine antagonist—rat intestine. 


A. Twelve volunteers were chosen and time of onset 
and the duration of the following symptoms were 
noted—dryness of the mouth, disturbance of the vision, 


headache, sleepiness and nausea. The results clearly 
showed that the onset and duration of these symptoms 
were the same with hyoscine as with acetyl hyoscine. 
The symptoms were less marked with the esters of 
hyoscine as the fatty acid chain was lengthened. It 


would appear that esterification does affect the phar- 
macological properties of hyoscine quantitatively but 
not qualitative! 

B. Experimenta! Method—Male and female rats used. 
The animals were individually housed in metablic 
cages throughout the experiment. Firstly, they were 
deprived of food approximately 30 hours, water 


being allowed during this period. After starvation the 
animals were lightly anaesthetised with ether, and anal- 
gesia produced by an intraperitoneal injection of nem- 
butal, 15-20 mg./kg. Then the pylorus was firmly liga- 
tured with silk and the abdomen closed again. Imme- 
diately followins is, the test drug, in a water solu- 
tion, was injected subcutaneously. The dosage used in 
most cases was %50 mg./kg. The animal was finally 
revived with Megimide, approximate dose 20 mg/kg. 
18-22 hours later the rats were deeply anaesthetised 


with nembutal, the oesophagus was ligatured and the 
stomach removed, after which the animal was sacri- 
ficed. 


The stomach content was quantitatively removed into 
a graduated centrifuge tube and spun down at 2000 
revs./min. for 10 minutes. The supernatant, after its 
pH had been taken, was then titrated against 0.02 
NaOH. The free acid was obtained using To6fler’s re- 
agent as indicator, the total acid with phenolphthalien. 


The washed stomach was examined both microscopi- 
cally and under the dissecting microscope for signs of 
ulceration. Ulceration was present in al] control ani- 
mals, and was checked by all the drugs tested. On the 
whole the quaternary compounds appeared most active. 
Some of the results obtained are indicated in the fol

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THE PREPARATION GF PURE GLYCOSIDES FROM 
DIGITALIS LEAF EXTRACT BY PARTITION 
CHROMATOGRAPHY

Since the original discovery of the therapeutic action 
of Digitalis intensive research has been undertaken 
with the aim of protlucing pure preparations of the 
constituent glycosides, particularly by chemists in the 
pharmaceutical industry. 

The first tangible success was the preparation of 
crystalline “Digitalin Nativelle,” which was in thera- 
eutic use for many years. It was soon recognised, 
however, that this substance was not a single entity, 
but represented a complex mixture of cardiotonic glyco- 
ides. 


It was also realised, as a result of work on the isola- 
tion and purification of the digitalis glycosides, that 
the action of the plant enzymes during processing 
causes profound changes in the composition of the 
material, so that the glycosides extracted do not repre- 
sent those principally present in the fresh plant mate- 
rial. This finding was due largely to A. Stoll and his 
co-workers, and enabled him to disentangle this com- 
plex problem and develop a comprehensive scheme, 
which co-ordinates the different individual glycosides 
present in the plant material of Digitalis purpurea and 
Digitalis lanata, the two main sources of these drugs. 
The picture resulting from Stoll’s research is pre- 
sented in the adjoining table (in a simplified form). 
3ased on the knowledge so gained, the various manu- 
facturers engaged in the production of the cardiotonic 
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glycosides soon made available different pure prepara- 
tions of good and reproducible purity. ith the fur- 
ther advance of analytical and preparative methods, 
especially as a result of the application of the methods 
of chromatography and paper chromatography to the 
problem of the digitalis chemistry, it was recognised 
that most of the materials marketed are not in fact 
chemically pure, and some of these most commonly 
used, especially digitoxin, contain proportions of the 
order of 5-10% of cognate glycosides as a regular ad- 
mixture. This finding made during our study of the 
paper chromatographic analysis of the digitalis glyco- 
sides and confirmed independently by other workers, 
prompted us to try to apply the separation effected by 
different solvent mixtures on paper to partition 
columns in the hope of improving the purification and 
separation of some of the glycosides. The well-known 
sensitivity of cardiac glycosides to the action of even 
weak alkaline and acidic agents limits considerably the 
filter material suitable for adsorption chromatography, 
and in the case of the glycosides carrying more than 
one sugar residue the development and recovery from 
the adsorbed material is difficult and uncertain. These 
factors indicated the need for the further development 
of methods of partition chromatography in preference 
to adsorption chromatography, as the former has proved 
successful in these and similar cases, Stoll (1) and 
Reichstein (2). 


Considerable difficulties in the preparation of pure 
glycosides are encountered especially at two stages of 
their manufacture. Firstly, in the starting stages of 
the purification of the crude glycosides mixtures con- 
siderable losses are caused by the fact that even 
slightly soluble components are permanently kept in 
solution and prevented from crystallisation by other 
impurities. We were able to show that, using a crude 
mixture of the total glycoside prepared from the leaf 
of Digitalis purpurea as well as Digitalis lanata, by a 
single passage through a partition column (filled with 
a diatomaceous earth packing carrying the aqueous 
hase from an equilibrated mixture of C.Hs, CHC], and 

20), a number of fractions was obtained containin 
the required components in very satisfactory yield, 
albeit frequently not in a sufficiently purified condi- 
tion. By a suitable choice of the developing solvents, 
it is possible to concentrate most of the impurities pre- 
sent into a few fractions, usually the first and last 
eluates, which at the same time carry very little of 
the desired components and cause therefore only neglig- 
ible losses in the initial purification. This is true for 
the purification of Digitalis purpurea extracts, whereas 
when working with Digitalis lanata glycosides it is even 
at this stage quite feasible to collect fractions contain- 
ing digoxin in a state of considerable purity, due to the 
predominance of this component in respect to the asso- 
ciated glycosides—gitoxin and digitoxin. 


The second difficulty is encountered in the final puri- 
fication stages, where the problem concerns the removal 
of small amounts of impurities which stubbornly ac- 
company the required material. This problem is com- 
monly encountered with substances of steroid nature 
and also with other groups of the perhydrogenated 
polycyclic compounds like the triterpenoids, but seems 
to be especially troublesome with some of the cardio- 
active glycosides. A possible explanation for this diffi- 
culty may be the tendency to form “molecular com- 
pounds” like the well-known molecular combinations 
formed by desoxycholic acid and the insoluble double 
compounds formed by digitonin with certain sterols. 


A similar picture was encountered in the case of the 
separation of digitoxin from gitoxin. In view of the 
great difference in solubilities of these compounds, 
digitoxin being freely soluble in alcohol, whereas 
gitoxin is soluble only in trace quantities in this sol- 
vent, it is relatively simple to separate the bulk of the 
components. The final purification, on the other hand, 
has proved itself very cumbersome and wasteful, as a 
great many recrystallisations often failed to produce 
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toxin free of small quantities of gitoxin and vice- 
rsa

In all ointments there is no difficulty in incorporating 
the tar. Both the crude and the prepared tars contain 
gritty carbon particles, but these yield satisfactory oint- 
ments when triturated with Castor Oil, as is customary 
with black coal tar. Satisfactory ointments may also 
be obtained without the use of Castor Oil—these re- 
quire a little extra rubbing. 

When incorporated with various emulsion cream 
bases, brown coal tar, whether in the prepared form, 
or in alcoholic solution with Quillaia, presented no ex- 
temporaneous incompatibility. Concentrations of up to 
20% of Solution and 50% of the Prepared Tar were 
tried in the cream bases of the A.P.F., 1955.

and distribute the packs. This ruled out the use of the 
autoclave, owing to the residual moisture in the powder. 
Sterilisation by means of the Dry Sterilisation Process 
was examined. 

Six samples of the powder were mixed with 10 per 
cent. garden soil which was heavily contaminated with 
bacteria of the Mesentericus group. These were packed 
in petri dishes in layers of 4 in. deep. Four dishes 
were submitted for two hours to a temperature of 
160 deg. C. as shown by a thermometer in the air above 
the dishes. All the samples heated were found to be 
sterile, whilst the two samples not heated were found 
to be heavily contaminated. This test was repeated by 
Dr. N. Kovacs with the same results. 

Further quantities without adulteration were heated 
in a similar manner, and then examined for lubricating 
properties as applied to gloves. It was not possible to 
distinguish any difference of the heated powder from 
the original. Further quantities were examined to see 
if they would irritate the skin. The hands and arms 
of four people were moistened, the powder applied, and 
then the gloves put on. One hand of each person’ was 
dusted with untreated powder and the other hand with 
the dry sterilised powder. No difference could be dis- 
tinguished, and there were no signs of nor any com- 
plaints of irritation. 

The next step was the packaging of the powder. 
It was desirable that it be put up in 2-g. lots. The 
requirements of the containers being:— 

(1) must be cheap owing to the number of appli- 

cations involved; 

(2) must be effectively sealed; 

(3) must be able to withstand the temperature of 

sterilisation; 

(4) must be impervious to moisture and micro- 

organisms; 

(5) strong enough to protect the powder during the 

usual processes of transport. 

Paper manufacturers have produced a very large 
range of packaging materials that are very efficient 
for most types of commercial materials, but it was not 
possible to find a material to fulfil the above require- 
ments. We examined a very big range of packaging, 
materials, but found only one material that came near 
filling the five requirements. The grounds on which 
we rejected some of the materials are given. 

Cellophane was our first choice. A number of grades 
were examined. The grade identified as flexible 
moisture proofed 300/30 was best; this is used for the 
packaging of frozen foods Every sample examined 
was rejected, as it did not stand up to the temperature. 
The cellophane became brittle, and broke if it was 
handled too soon after sterilising. If after sterilising 
it was left stand for about four days it recovered some 
of its flexibility. 

Metal foils were next tried. Small bags of tin and 
aluminium foils withstood the temperature, but were 
rejected because a simple process of sealing with aseptic 
technique could not be worked out 

Bags made of foil with other materials attached were 
tried, the aim being to use if possible the attached 
material to seal the bags with. The materials tested 
consisted of foil attached to paper; foil attached to 
paper, the other side of the paper being coated with 
extruded polythene; paper attached to foil, the other 
side of the foil being coated with extruded polythene. 
Owing, however, to these materials having different 
coefficients of expansion, the materials separated into 
their constituent sheets. All samples were rejected. 

Paper to pliofilm was tried, but the pliofilm charred 
badly 

Paper on which polythene had been extruded ap- 
peared promising. This material is known as Polykote. 
On heating the polythene softened, but did not run, 
and it remained attached to the paper. Bags made 
with polykote have the polythene on the inside, and 
this is used to close the container. We found that by 
placing approximately 2 g. of Biosorb in each bag, 
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and distributing the powder over the polythene, and 
then sterilising, we form a bag that may be said to 
consist of paper to polythene to Biosorb. In this way 
the paper and the Biosorb protect the polythene, and 
although the polythene softens during the sterilisation 
process, the two sides of the bag are not welded 
together. 
Sealing was our next difficulty. The ideal container 
finally sealed, and then submitted to the ste ation 
rocess. This we found was not possible with any 
uper or flexible material we had. The expansion of 
r within the bags caused them to break meant 
it the bags and contents have to be sterilised open, 
nd then the bags sealed with aseptic technique.

Discussion 

Fr these results it appears that phenylmercuric 
chloride is more soluble than the bromide and that 
the iodide is practically insoluble. Obviously physio- 
logi saline will be compatible with most solutions 
of phenylmercuric nitrate, that is all below the strength 
of 0.004 per cent. Injection of Pethedine Hydrochloride 
contains a high percentage of chloride ion and is in- 
compatible with phenylmercuric nitrate of strengths 
of both 0.002 per cent. and 0.001 per cent. Therefore, 
some other bacteriostatic must be used for Injection of 
Pethidine Hydrochloride if it is prepared in multiple 
dose containers. Injection of Aneurine Hydrochloride 
has been stated to be incompatible with phenylmercuric 
nitrate’. The chloride ion concentration in Injection 
of Aneurine Hydrochloride is 0.52 per cent., which is 
less than the chloride ion concentration of normal 
saline, therefore no precipitate would be formed when 
phenylmercuric nitrate 0.001 per cent. and 0.002 per 
cent. was used to prepare Injection Aneurine Hydro- 
chloride. By experiment this was found to be true. 

Phenylmermuric bromide is not as soluble as phenyl- 
mercuric chloride, e.g. Injections of Hyoscine Hydro- 
bromide and Hyoscine Hydrobromide form a faint 
precipitate with 0.002 per cent. phenylmercuric nitrate, 


but no precipitate with 0.001 per cent. is formed. These 
results were confirmed by experiment. 

Iodides on almost all occasions form precipitates, 
and can be regarded as being incompatible with phenyl- 
mercuric nitrate. Thus, Injection of Decamethonium 
Iodide would be incompatible with phenylmercuric 
nitrate, as it is approximately a M/100 solution, and 
readily forms a precipitate when prepared with phenyl- 
mercuric nitrate in strengths of 0.001 per cent. and 
0.002 per cent. 
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CHLORINE FOOT BATHS 
By Dawn Sayers, Nancy Ganderton and N. C. Manning 


Introduction 

Available chlorine preparations have, for a long time, 
been used in foot baths for the control of dermato- 
phytoses. It is not our intention here to discuss the 
medical aspects of this control, such as the most suitable 
strengths of chlorine to be used, or the duration of 
immersion once such an optimal concentration is 
determined. The pharmaceutical contribution to this 
problem is to determine loss of strength under all likely 
conditions. The pharmaceutical data, must of necessity 
be the starting point for the parasitologist. 

The keeping properties of these chlorine solutions 
depend mainly upon the “deteriorating” effect which 
both the feet and the container have on them. Such 
tests were conducted on a laboratory scale, and were 
supplemented by field tests carried out with the co- 
operation of the Department of the Army. 

The Army, the municipal authority, with its public 
swimming pool, and the athletic authority, with its 
washing facilities for athletes, are organisations in- 
terested in these problems. 


l. Field Tests with Galvanised Iron Baths 


(a) New Galvanised Iron. 

Two new galvanised iron containers, with lids, of 
exactly the same dimensions (4 ft. long by 2 ft. wide by 
6 in. deep) were used; one as a control, the other as the 
test foot bath. Each was filled to a depth of approxi- 
mately 3 in. with a hypochlorite solution, made by 
mixing 23 oz. of Calcium Hypochlorite (25-30 per cent.) 
and 23 oz. of Calcium Hydroxide (as stabiliser) with 
12 gallons of water. Such solutions were found to have 
considerable stability by Pawsey and Manning (1946). 

Samples were taken from each and assayed for avail- 
able chlorine content by titrating the Iodine, liberated 
from Potassium Iodide, with a standardised solution of 
Sodium Thiosulphate. 

Twenty men per day, under the supervision of an 
Army hygiene officer, were detailed to walk through 
the foot bath. Each man took three paces through it, 
making an approximate foot immersion time of three 
seconds. Samples from each bath were assayed daily

for the first week, then twice weekly for a further five 
weeks. When not in use, the baths were kept closed 
to protect from contamination and to minimise evapor- 
ation. Both were kept under similar conditions. 


As will be seen from Graph 1, the loss of available 
chlorine was greater in the control than in the test 
bath. Loss of strength in the control, due to the action 
f the hypochlorite solution on the galvanised iron, 
was to be expected, but a greater loss, due to the 
ided effect of the feet, was anticipated in the test. 


The tests were then repeated, exchanging the baths, 

) that the control bath was used as the test foot bath, 
nd the test bath as the control. Corrosion had occurred 
mn each bath at the liquid/air level, being more con- 
tinuous but less severe in the test bath than in the 
control. Hence these second tests were carried out on 
corroded galvanised iron. 


(b) Corroded Galvanised Iron 


The baths were prepared as previously, but this time 
the number of men performing the test was increased 
to 40 per day.

Graph 2 shows that the control still lost strength at 
the greater rate; the rate of loss in each being faster, 


owing to the already corroded surface and the increased 
number of feet. 

These results suggested the possibility of the formation 
of a protective layer on the galvanised iron of the test 
foot bath at the liquid/air level. 


2. Laboratory Tests with Sundry Types of Baths 


To establish what types of material would be most 
suitable for hypochlorite foot baths, tests were carried 
out on materials which would be practicable for com- 
munity use. Materials tested were: 


(a) Cement—because of its general use in municipal 


baths, etc. 

(b) Polythene-—because of the increasing use of this 
type of material and its general resistance to 
oxidising substances. 

(c) Canvas—specifically requested as a material

The cement proved reasonably satisfactory, but loss

The rubber showed some unexpected loss of strength 
at first, then remained fairly constant. The initial | 
was, we felt, due to impurities on the surface of tlic 
rubber container, which was not new and had not been

The canvas was not highly satisfactory. 

The loss of strength of the solution in the galvanised 
container was comparable with that in the field tests.

Discussion on Galvanised Iron Field Tests 


The following were considered as probable contribut- 
ing factors to the greater loss of available chlorine in 
the control than in the test solution. 

) The pH of the solution. 

) Corrosion inhibition. 

i) Lipoid Protection.

(i) From Table 2 it will be noted that slight changes 
in the pH can materially affect the corrosion. The pH 
of our solution was 12.8, and increased only very 


slightly following the test. The corrosion due to pH 
would therefore much the same in each. It will be 
seen, however, from the table that corrosion is at a 
comparatively low figure at this value. 

(ii) As corrosion could be due to electrochemical 
action, corrosion inhibition could occur due to anodic 
or cathodic inhibitors. Organic cathodic inhibitors 
could be present in the test bath. 

Phosphates, which form a protective mates against 
corrosion on zinc, would also be present in small amount 
in the test bath’. 

(iii) As our solutions were markedly strongly alkaline, 
some fat may have been removed from the feet by 
saponification. Some fat is removed by flotation. 

Perspiration of the feet is an emulsion in salt solution 
of sebum and other organic constituents. There are 
abundant sweat glands on the foot, and although the 
secretion of sebum is a continuous process, it is probably 
quickened by increased vascularity of the skin. The 
glands are under the control of the sympathetic nervous 
system, and added excretion occurs whenever cold is 
suddenly applied to the skin’. Thus it seemed reasonable 
to assume that there may have been lipoid protection 
of the galvanised iron of the test bath at the liquid/air 
surface. 

Lanolin, which resembles the sebaceous secretion of 
the human skin, was selected for tests to investigate 
this theory. From Table 3 it will be seen that the loss 
of available chlorine was not as great in the presence 
of lanolin.

Summary

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OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIENCES OF 
PHARMACY IN GREAT BRITAIN 


G. Manning, Ph.C., F.P.S., D.B.A.

Pharmacy in Great Britain is greatly influenced by 
the National Health Service. The service was intro- 
duced by the Government in 1948 to promote a com- 
prehensive health service to secure improvement in 
the physical and mental health of the people of Britain. 
This made the pharmacist a contractor to the Govern- 
ment to dispense prescriptions on its behalf. Although 
referred to as the Free Medical Service, it is not com- 
pletely free. Compulsory subscription to it is in the 
form of a weekly contribution, comparable to our social 


services tax. The synonym “Free Medicine Scheme” 
is therefore a slight misnomer. The service was perhaps 
relatively free, upon its inauguration, but over the 
years the liberal benefits have been slowly repealed 
until the number of completely free items are few. 


n example the public have to pay a surcharge of 
the chemist for each prescription dispensed 


, however, put into practice too early, and it 
sufficient preliminary organisation in that the 
adrninistrators were not prepared to handle the quantity 
© ‘k which resulted from it. The main impact was 
y the smaller pharmacist in general practice who 
fe | himself in a very difficult position in the state 

financial affairs. When I visited the London 
I ng Bureau last year I found the staff working 
ti nonths in arrears.

1956 or early 1957 they hoped to be in a position of 
pricing the immediate previous month’s prescriptions. 
One now appreciates the wisdom and forethought which 

t into the compiling of our National Health Scheme. 

ad of throwing the gates wide open, we opened 

1 a little at a time, then closed them for an obser- 
tional period to see how things settled. In a country 
ich as ours I feel that the need for such an all- 
bracing Medical Scheme is not yet ripe, for today, 
th our living conditions in such a happy state, our 
Social Services make ample provision for those who 
need aided Health Benefits. 


We must also keep in mind that we can quite easily 
become putty in the hands of politicians, as the Scheme 
vould be misused as a very versatile vote catcher, and 
we could conveniently be used as the football for 

cking from one team to another. 


In Britain before 1948 a dispenser handled an average 
of 32 prescriptions a day. In a very short time he was 
handling 51 per day. Something had to be done to 
enable this dispenser to get through these prescriptions 
with more rapidity. This something was the National 
Formulary, which is the standard official handbook of 
formulae used by the medical profession when pre- 
scribing under the Health Scheme. 


After a time the dispenser found that, instead of 
encountering difficulty in doing the extra work, he 
found that it became much easier for him. He was 
able to make his mixtures in bulk, likewise many of 
the other preparations he was called on to supply. He 
was then offered by reputable manufacturing houses 
first quality bulk preparations of National Formulae. 
Thus the face of his dispensing screen has changed 
considerably since 1948. For today, instead of extem- 
poraneously dispensing his prescriptions, he most often 
takes the requisite quantity from his stock bottle on 
the screen. The overall effect is that his stock of 
individual drugs has been considerably lessened; you 
can well imagine the chaos which ensues on presentation 
of an out-of-the-way prescription. Usually you find the 
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drugs have to be obtained from the wholesalers before 
it can be handled. 


The pharmaceutical manufacturers have done much 
to foster the increased prescribing of patent and ethical 
drugs, in that they circularise the medical practitioners 
with a flood of literature which points out the basic 
costs of many proprietaries, then goes on to show how 
much cheaper these products are than many corre- 
sponding official preparations. The doctor who is 
always being harassed by the Ministry to reduce his 
prescribing costs is forced to use these preparations. 


Two commendable features have resulted from the 
Service. The first is that the Act prevents the pre- 
scribing of any proprietary medicine which is advertised 
directly to the public. You might ask me why is this

jue to poor working conditions and the unattractive 
nature of the senior pharmacists posts, suitable recruits 
are not being obtained from the graduates of the phar- 
macy schools. The Linstead report published on the 
Hospital Pharm. Service gives the three main causes 
of the shortage:— 


1. “The salaries are low in comparison with those 
paid to newly qualified pharmacists in general 
practice.” 


There are ten posts in Great Britain commanding 
a top salary of £1300 a year. So that the chances 
of reaching one of these posts are very slim for 
the 1165 pharmacists remaining. The most a new 
entrant can hope to achieve is to double his starting 


salary by the time he retires; many, however, must 
be content with much less. 


2. “The position of the pharmacy department in a 
hospital has often been ill defined.” 


The department is too frequently attached to 
another one; thus many chief pharmacists were 
in fact chief in name only. The head should be a 
qualified person, who is responsible for the whole 
of the department. One recommendation in the 
report states that “Every hospital, however small, 
ought to have its own pharmacist, even if his 
responsibilities entail no more than an occasional 
visit.” Where we have hospitals without phar- 
macists we also have potential loopholes in the 
profession, for we have no one to take the respon- 
sibility which is ours. Where the hospital is of a 
small size, retail pharmacists could be appointed, 
if not on the staff, in an honorary capacity, to be 
responsible for the provision and quality of drugs 
and medicinal preparations supplied. The control 
of the Dangerous Dfugs could also come into his 
care, and what better person could be more fitted 
to fill this position. In hospitals of this size the 
extra work entailed would be of such a nature 
that the pharmacist’s routine work would not be 
seriously impaired. 


. “There is ignorance both among students and the 
profession in general of the interest and the satis- 
fying nature of the work to be found there.” Steps 
are being taken to induce more students to under- 
take their practical training in hospitals. Out of 
the 880 students in 1952 there were 40 students 
doing this training in hospitals. It is to be hoped 
that some more students can be induced into this 
branch of the profession in the near future, as 
what better place could offer such facilities for 
the acquisition of practical experience in dispens- 
ing, especially when so much has to be crammed 
into one year of training. 


It is a great pity that our larger hospitals do not 
offer better facilities for students, as invaluable practice 
in dispensing, manufacturing and sterile technique 
could be acquired without the commercial distractions 
of retail pharmacies. I am fully aware of the necessity 
and desirable nature of a knowledge of commercial 
principles, but feel that the fullest possible time should 
be given to practical training to ensure fullest possible 
efficiency in the “art.” Commercial mistakes are some- 
how more easily rectified than pharmaceutical errors 
which can be too easily fatal and detrimental to the 
profession. 


The one year of training brings me to the apprentice- 
ship system overseas. The student, in order to proceed 
to registration by the society, must complete three years 
of full time academic training, accompanied by either 
two years practical training before the study period 
or one year after. The time taken can vary from four 
to five years. The academic training period may be 
shortened by one year, as certain exemptions are per- 
missible for the Intermediate examination which can 
be completed outside the Pharmacy School. 


At present there is quite an amount of unrest and 
dissatisfaction with the periods of practical training. 
One main school of thought is of the opinion that the 
one year is insufficient, for the trainee has not time 
to familiarise himself or herself with many everyday 
functions, too often referred to as simple everyday 


events. The absence of this familiarity is most notice- 
able in the newly qualified. 


The Scottish Branch of the Society are most unhappy 
with the one year period, and are openly refusing to 
allow any student to proceed to registration without 
first having completed two years training, whether 
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before or after. They are so displeased with the 
standard attained by graduates in Pharmaceutics, that 
they are giving serious consideration to the institution 
of a further examination after practical training. 
Because of the alarmingly low percentage passes 
obtained in the Practical Pharmaceutics exams., the 
number of preparations in the exam. was reduced from 
six to four, without any reduction in the time allotted 
for the paper. The examiners’ reports still show a high 
percentage of students are still unable to finish these 
preparations in the allotted time. The explanation 
given is the lack of practical training. When discussing 
the practical period of training consideration must be 
given to the fact that all male students have to undergo 

period of two years training under National Service. 
The fulfilment of this requirement can often seriously 
impair the training of male pharmacists. 


The standard of the scientific training obtained by 
all pharmacists at present seems exceptionally high, 
and the facilities available to the students are also good. 


The addition of pharmacology to the pharmacy curri- 
culum was a step forward which has proved well worth 


while, especially with the growing complex nature of 
drug action in recent years, and the growing tendency 
f the classification of drugs in relation to their 
fic action. 


One great disparity between the teaching profession 
and in Britain is the large amount of funds 
lable for the training of students. The most 
ntly published figures show that during 1953/4 
Bloomsbury Square School of Pharmacy’s total 
expenditure was £91,500 sterling. The school carries 
complement of 117 students. 


[t is interesting to note that the student there enjoys 
the protection of the Society in the choice of place 
here training is to be carried out. Before a master 
pharmacist can accept a trainee he must apply to the 
: ty for approval of premises. After this has been 
ted, approval is given for the training. 


Britain 35 per cent. of all the pharmacies are 
owned by firms or corporate bodies. This ‘igure is 
teadily increasing yearly. This 35 per cent. offers 

yment to 40 per cent. of all registered phar- 

ts. 


Included in these figures are the pharmacies which 
» owned by non-qualified people. 


Whilst in Britain I worked in some of these phar- 
macies. It was an experience that I shall never forget. 
One was owned by a man and his wife who had had 
a grocery store for 15 years. They felt they would like 
to own a pharmacy, and employed a pharmacist to 
manage it. 


The pharmacist was nothing more than a necessary 
member of the staff, required to be there by law. His 
duties were very ill defined, and not necessarily to 
dispense all the prescriptions. 


The Government is well aware of the existence of 
these types of pharmacy. Their answer to this is the 
setting up of the large pharmacies in the health centres 
which will have the effect of concentrating the National 
Health prescriptions in these big depots, thereby ex- 
cluding many pharmacists in general practice the right 
of their profession to dispense prescriptions. Several 
pharmacies close to such Health centres are beginning 
to find that they might soon have very little dispensing 
op and find themselves retailing toilet requisites 
only. 


It is a profession’s duty to be responsible to the 
public for making available certain services. Unquali- 
fied ownership takes away this responsibility. If this 
goes, so does the profession. 


The course for the Diploma in Biochemical Analysis 
held in Britain is essentially a practical course, designed 
to give pharmacists a practical working knowledge of 
the analyses of urine, blood and faeces, as distinct 
from the subject of biochemistry. The course is con- 
ducted over a period of six months, and consists of 
two hours theory and four to five hours practical work 
each week. The examination consisted of a three hour 
written paper, one practical examination of six hours 
duration, and an oral test. 


The opportunity of doing this course at the Chelsea 
Polytechnic was useful experience. Still more useful 
was being able to go from this course into a pharmacy 
in Scotland, and do actual work in this field. 


This pharmacy was most unique in the facilities it 
gave both the public and the medical profession. From 
the outside to the public it appeared to be an ordinary 
pharmacy, where prescriptions could be satisfactorily 
dispensed, and carrying a complete range of the usual 
sundries. Behind the traditional shop front the most 


satisfying service was offered to the medical prac- 
titioners of the s\:rrounding district. 

The dispensary was in fact three separate units, each 
having a separate dispensing screen. To these units 


was attached « large communal bench where hulk 
quantities and ose preparations requiring a little 
more attention were handled. Adjacent to the dis- 
pensary was the sterile room, excellently equipped with 
autoclave, hot air oven, suction pump and all the equip- 
ment essentia r the needs of sterile dispensing. On 


the other side was the laboratory, where al! the bio- 
chemical tests were carried out on urine, blood and 
faeces. This laboratory was recognised by the Scottish 
Hospitals Board as an official laboratory for such testing. 

Also available for the doctors was a well stocked 
medical and scientific library, containing bound editions 
of all the senior medical publications. A well indexed 
filing system of trade circulars and the like was also 
one of the ry’s acquisitions, which came in for 
much use 

In addition to supplying all these services, the phar- 
macy was a he local blood bank, and was responsib|: 
for maint upplies of all the different types of 
blood and serum 

It is anticipated that in the next 18 months in Scotland 
there will be an additional 13 such pharmacies offering 


a similar laboratory service for biochemical testin 
The request has been made by the B.M.A. to the Society 
to offer such a service in certain districts where the) 
feel there is such a need. The Society have submitted 
the proposals for the institution of the service to the 
General Medical Services Sub-Committee of Scotland. 
It is at present under consideration. 


I feel sure that if a biochemical analysis course was 
available to our pharmacists they could, especially in 
most country areas, give a most useful service to the 
doctors. 


In general I found that Australian pharmacists were 
considered well qualified, and found that my training 
was quite adequate and sufficient to work in any of 
the different branches of the profession. Our standards 
compare most favourably with those in Great Britain, 
and young Australian graduates have no difficulty in 
coping with the work demanded of them. 


In conclusion I should like to thank Kodak Aust- 
ralasia Pty. Ltd. for making available to me the oppor- 
tunity of studying pharmacy overseas, and the many 
pharmacists in Britain who gave me much valued and 
much appreciated help during my stay in that country.

ATURE AND PROPERTIES OF PLASTICS

ne unambiguously and yet comprehensively, but 

er to describe. It is a group of new materials of 
ction, numbering several hundreds described in 

th rature and in patents, but of which only about 
a : are as yet of commercial importance. A member 
of 1 group may have some properties which differ, 
not ly in degree, but in kind, from those of another, 


put -n certain respects each member differs from the 
ot only in a small degree. It is this essential 
sin ity which enables us to group them together 
under the description “plastics.” 

Much of the importance of plastics lies in the fact 
that ir behaviour towards heat makes possible mass 
production to close tolerances at relatively low cost. 
Thus, with plastics such as polythene, consisting essen- 
tially of long entangled chains with no strong forces 


between them, heating to a moderate temperature pro- 
duces a soft mass which flows very easily under 
pressure and which hardens again on cooling. If the 
material is cooled while it is held in an impressed 
shape, then that shape is retained when the plastic is 
cold. Materials behaving in this way are “thermo- 


re is a second group of plastics which behave 


differently when heated, in that again they first soften 
and flow under pressure, but they then undergo a 
chemical reaction which leads to the linking of one 
molecular chain to another, giving a rigid infusible 
material. Such materials are “thermohardening” or 


“thermosetting.” 
Some Plastic Materials 

Semi-Synthetic Plastics——The important members of 
t class are all based upon cellulose which is chemic- 
aly modified to form either esters or ethers. Cellulose 
nitrate, conventionally plasticised with camphor and 
eastor oil, is the oldest of the plastics of present-day 
lustry. It is best known under one of its trade 
1es, Celluloid, and is variously described as “cellulose 
nitrate,” “nitro-cellulose,” “N.C.” and “pyroxylin.” The 
first attempt to overcome the inflammability hazard 
of cellulose nitrate was the preparation of cellulose 
acetate. Although the product retains many of the 
advantages of nitro-cellulose, and overcomes its extreme 
ammability, it suffers from being much more sensi- 
to water and water vapour, so that its dimensional 
tability is inferior to that of nitro-cellulose. Cellulose 
acctobutyrate, although in this respect superior to cellu- 
jose acetate, remains inferior to cellulose nitrate. How- 
ever, it is extremely tough and much less inflammable 


than the latter. As the various esters of cellulose 
were prepared, each in turn showing some advantages 
but some disadvantages compared with its forerunners, 


attention was turned to the cellulose ethers. The only

product of commercial importance in this group is 
ethyl cellulose, which is characterised by having a 
very high strength and general toughness. 


Synthetic Thermoplastics.—It is in this branch of the 
plastics industry that the greatest advance has been 
made in the past 25 years. In fact, it is only during 
this period that the synthetic thermoplastics have 
become of commercial importance. They are made 
either by polymerisation of compounds containing an 
ethylenic double bond, or by condensation of bi-func- 
tional molecules, e.g. the condensation of di-acids and 
di-amines, di- acids and di-alcohols, or the self-con- 
densation of amino-carboxylic acids. Polythene com- 
bines flexibility with toughness; low water absorption 
and low water vapour permeability with good resistance 
to inorganic chemicals; good electrical insulation char- 
acteristics at all frequencies with durability. It does 
not rust or corrode, and is of very low specific gravity 
—it floats on water. 

Polyvinyl chloride (or P.V.C.) is chemically very 
closely akin to polythene, differing from it in a 
one hydrogen on every second carbon atom replac 
by a chlorine atom. This modification, however, has 
profound effects on the properties, and hence the uses, 
of the polymer. The effects of the chlorine atoms in 
the molecule are to hinder regular packing of the chains, 
thus preventing crystallite formation, to increase the 
stiffness of the chains, to increase the interchain attrac- 
tion, to make the molecules electrically unsymmetrical, 
and to make the product non-inflammable. Thus P.V.C. 
is generally wholly amorphous, and it has a wide 
softening range with no sharp melting point. The 
product is hard, tough and horny, less flexible and 
“waxy” than polythene. 

Chemically, methyl methacrylate can be regarded as 
derived from ethylene by substitution of both hydro- 
gens on one carbon atom. The polymers are remark- 
able for their clarity and colourlessness, and for re- 
taining these properties on exposure. They can be 
prepared in an unlimited range of colours, in the 
physical forms of powders, sheets, rods and tubes. They 


_have a low specific gravity, and are rigid and strong. 


Electrically, they are moderate insulators, and chemic- 
ally are resistant to imorganic and some classes of 
organic materials. There are four basic grades of nylon 
in commercial production at the present time, and 
intermediate and special combinations of properties can 
be obtained by mixing polymers, co-condensing mix- 
tures of primary reactants, and by plasticisation. Poly- 
tetrafluoroethylene is of great interest because of its 
unique properties which are unexpected in an organic 
compound, and it illustrates dramatically the effect of 
substituting all the hydrogen atoms in polythene by 
fluorine atoms. It has the highest density of any 
organic polymer; it is unaffected by any chemical at 
temperatures up to 280° C. except molten alkali metals 
and sometimes fluorine; it can be used continuously 
at temperatures of 280° C. for months without decom- 
position, and, in fact, must be heated to above 327° C. 
in processing; it has the lowest reported coefficient of 
friction—iess than that of wet ice on wet ice. 


Polystyrene can be regarded as derived from poly- 
thene by substitution of one hydrogen atom in each 
ethylene unit by the phenyl radical. Its important 
properties are first the low cost and second the ease 
with which it is injection moulded. Polyvinyl pyrro- 
lidone is of unusual interest because its major uses 
so far established lie in the field of medicine and 
surgery, and not in the conventional fields of plastics 
applications. 
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Synthetic Thermosetting Products—The important 
products of this group are made by the condensation 
reaction of formaldehyde with a compound which can 
react chemically in at least two places. Examples are 
aniline, phenols, urea and melamine. The term “phenol 
formaldehyde plastic” covers resins and moulding 
powders made not only with phenol, but also any 
cresol or mixture of them. The resins are dark- 
coloured powders or liquids, and are used as adhesives 
for many purposes. hey are unaffected by moulds 
or bacteria, or by moisture, and phenolic bonded ply- 
wood will withstand years of exposure even in the 
tropics. The best-known use of the resins is as the 
binder for a variety of fillers to make moulding 
powders of the kind generally referred to as Bakelite. 
The group of amino-plastics includes the condensation 
products of formaldehyde with aniline, urea and mela- 
mine. Aniline formaldehyde resins are used to make 
paper and fabric laminates for the electrical industry. 
Urea resins are used in the same applications as 
+henolic resins. They are cheaper, but more sensitive 
0 moisture than their phenolic counterparts. On the 
»ther hand, they are odourless and tasteless, and can 
be used in contact with foodstuffs and drinks. 


Polyesters.—Polyesters, derived in effect from poly- 
hydric alcohols and polycarboxylic acids, are yielding 
1 rich harvest of new polymers. Not all are plastics— 
indeed, the most famous of them al! is a textile, 
“Terylene,” but even this one, polyethyleneterephtha- 
Jate, can be made into a film with unusual properties 
of electrical insulation, resistance to water and water 
vapour, and strength. Other classes of polyesters con- 
taining conjugated double bonds yield resins which 
cross-link—that is, thermoset—by polymerisation. 

Silicones.—In one sense, the silicones are “the odd 
man out” of the plastics family, insofar as their mole- 
cular chain is not composed of a carbon backbone, but 
of silicon and oxygen. 


PLASTICS IN CONTAINERS AND EQUIPMENT

One of the earliest uses of plastics in the packaging 
of pharmaceutical products was as screw-fitting caps. 
These are chiefly made from phenol-formaldehyde 
plastics, urea-formaldehyde plastics, and, more re- 
cently, polythene. The thermosetting phenol-formal- 
dehyde and urea-formaldehyde plastics used for closure 
manufacture contain fillers the composition of which 
can materially influence the properties of the finished 
component. For example, wood-filled and paper-filled 
urea plastics show considerable water absorption if ex- 
posed to wet or humid conditions, and under fluctuating 
conditions of temperature and humidity the dimen- 
sional changes in a closure made of such material may 
result in loosening to an extent that leakage or loss 
of volatile constituents from the container may occur. 
Alternatively if a closure contracts it may bind on 
the bottle neck, making removal difficult. Ordinary 
wood-filled thermo-setting plastics also show poor 
resistance to alkaline products such as cream of mag- 
nesia and aluminium hydroxide gel which may cause 
distortion, cracking, and, on long exposure, disintegra- 
tion of the closure. Most phenol-formaldehyde mould- 
ings can be sterilised by autoclaving, but this does not 
apply to the urea-formaldehyde plastics which can be 
badly distorted by such treatment. 

Closures in thermo-setting plastics are available for 
collapsible tubes, and make an effective seal without 
a liner dise or facing. Polythene closures may be either 
screw-fitting, snap-on, or plug-fitting With plug 
closures and snap-on closures the dimensions of the 
container neck should not vary appreciably. Because 


of the precision limits to which polystyrene containers 
can be produced, a polystyrene tube closed by a poly- 
thene plug is being used for packaging pharmaceuticals 
such as tablets. In considering such a pack it must 
be remembered that both polystyrene and polythene 
are not completely impervious to gases including water 
vapour, and that, although for many purposes they 
afford perfectly adequate protection, they do not give 
it to the same degree as an efficiently sealed glass 
container. To cope with any slight permeability of 
the pack to moisture vapour, hollow polythene plugs 
have been made containing a dessicant such as silica 
gel granules, the base of the plug being perforated. 
One such plug is used as the closure for a pack of 
multivitamin pellets. Screw-fitting polythene caps are 
available for winchester bottles, and this pack is 1n use 
for concentrated hydrochloric acid. 


The cap li is a most important component of a 
pack because ‘ften effects the seal of the container. 
The use of plastic bonding for composit« rk liners 
gives impro\ esistance to mould attack, which so 
often occurs ¢ omposite cork liners bonded with glue 
of anima ' Many plastics and plastic laminates 
find application in cap liners. 

Rigid Containers 

Rigid containers fabricated from pla include 
bottles, tubs and boxes. The plastics most widely 
employed for is purpose are polythene, polystyrene 
and celluli tate for bottles and tubes, h phenolic 
and urea-f aldehyde plastics also bei! used for 
boxes. Nylon bottles have recently been developed 
which are stated to be capable of repeated sterilisation 
by autoclavi at 120° C. 

Although polystyrene is waterproof and as a ve! 
low moisture absorption, it is not water vapour pr< 
if subjected to varying conditions of humidity 
temperatur It is not affected by acids, alkalis and 


alcohols, but has poor resistance to chlorinated hydrc- 
carbons and certain organic liquids. It readily beco 


charged with static electricity, and attracts to it ¢ 
and fib: inuch more readily than does a glas 
metal container. 


Polythene is used for bottles and tubes and alsc 
collapsible tubes. The bottles can be supplied wi 
variety of separate fitments for delivering a liquix 
a spray, as a jet, or as drops; large bottles and con- 
tainers in sizes up to 50 gallons capacity can be obta 
Among the virtues of the material are flexibi 
excellent resistance to chemicals (polythene contai: 
have been found suitable for packaging hydrofiuo:i 
acid), and low water vapour transmission 1 
Although polythene has good resistance to perme: 
by water vapour, it has a relatively high rate of tra 
mission, compared with some other plastics, for oxygc., 
carbon dioxide and many organic vapours. 


Affixing labels by the usual adhesives is unsatisfactory 
with polythene containers. One useful device om a 
cylindrical container is to have a recessed panel whicd 
will take an all-round band-label stuck to itself. On 
prolonged exposure to sunlight polythene may become 
oxidised; this gives rise to an odour, and a tasie 
develops which would be imparted to the contents of 
the container. Bottles of irradiated polythene have 
been produced on an experimental scale. It is claimed 
that these can be sterilised by heat, as the materia! 
does not melt at temperatures up to 350° F., and retains 
the toughness and flexibility of polythene itself. 


Films and Laminates 

The plastic films most widely used in Britain in 
containers for pharmaceuticals are cellulose acetate, 
polythene, rubber hydrochloride (pliofilm) and poly- 
vinyl chloride. Other plastic films which are potenti- 
ally useful but not yet available in quantity in this 
country include polyvinylidine chloride (Saran), ethy! 
cellulose and nylon. Regenerated cellulose, although

of containers. These plastic films can be used alone 
or laminated to other materials. Laminates with each 
other may give a useful combination of properties. 
Plastic films are often employed as components of 
packs in the form of laminates with non-plastic mate- 
rials such as paper, aluminium foil, hessian and fibre 
board. In considering the use of plastic films and 
laminates as potential containers for pharmaceuticals 
it is essential to take into account the permeability of 
the materials to water vapour and gases. 


Polytetrafluorethylene is at present very expensive, 
but it is a most interesting plastic. It resists attack by 
all known solvents and chemicals other than gaseous 
fluorine and the molten alkali metals, and it has anti- 
adhesive properties. 


The use of self-adhesive tapes on pharmaceutical 
containers is widespread. Among these are tapes using 
plastics as the foundation. They include plasticised 
polyvinyl chloride, which gives pliable and extensible 
characteristics with good resistance to water, oil, acids 
and alkalis. 


Pharmaceutical Equipment 
Fabrics woven from plastic filaments, such as nylon, 
are used for sieves and filter cloths. Microporous 
polyvinyl chloride sheet provides an excellent filter 
medium. It is prepared in an ingenious manner by 
nixing the plastic with starch, casting in sheets, and 
1en removing the starch grains by enzymatic digestion, 
give a porous structure. Polythene funnels and 
kets provide non-breakable apparatus for handling 
osive materials. 
Aniline-formaldehyde plastics are well known under 
ide names in the form of laminated surfacing for 
ie tops and dispensary benches. They provide a 


heat-resistant, chemical-resistant washable surface. 
Transparent polymethyl methacrylate is used for 


ing dispensing screens for aseptic working. 
Plastics in sheet form have been used to line metal 
juipment where corrosion would result from direct 
contact with the product. One of the problems in such 
rk is to stick the plastic to the metal, another is 
very much greater expansion coefficient of most 
stics, compared with metal. 
Nylon is used where toughness and durability is of 
ue. On filling machines nylon nozzles reduce the 
of glass chipping which might occur with metal 
yzzles when a bottle is presented slightly off centre. 
The handling of strong solutions of hydrogen peroxide 
has been helped materially by development of a poly- 
vinyl chloride hose reinforced externally with fabric 
woven from polyester filaments. Polyvinyl chloride 
sheets are used for covering pans during manufacture 
and also for protective aprons. Polythene and poly- 
vinyl chloride piping and tubing find many applications 
in pharmaceutical! plant. 


PRODUCTS CONTAINING PLASTICS 


By A. G. Fishburn, F-.P.S., F.R.LC., of Imperial Chemical 
(Pharmaceuticals) Ltd. 


The main advantages which plastics offer to the 
urgeon are that, in the solid state, they are light, easily 
orked and moulded, are not cold to the touch, and 
do not conduct electricity. Some have the additional 
advantage of transparency. They can usually remain 
mplanted in living tissue for long periods without 
causing irritation. Their optical properties have per- 
mitted them to replace glass, and have, for example, 
made practicable the “contact” lens. The fact that 
many polymers can be converted into monofilaments 
of accurately controlled diameter has led to the partial 


replacement of animal and vegetable fibres in surgical 
sutures. Plastics still suffer from certain disadvantages, 
and one of the main difficulties from the pharmacist’s 
viewpoint is that very few can be sterilised by auto- 
claving and none by dry heat. Comparatively few 
polymers have been used in medicine, either as active 
agents or excipients, and, as might be expected, their 
value lies chiefly in their chemical stability coupled 
with. a high molecular weight. These properties have 
been utilised in “slow-release” or “depét-dose” therapy. 


Uses in Medicine 


Polyvinylpyrolidone (P.V.P.).—The use of this sub- 
stance as a plasma substitute was developed in Ger- 
many during the Second World War. P.V.P. is a stable, 
white powder which can be stored indefinitely. It is 
readily soluble in water and in many organic solvents, 
but is almost insoluble in ether. An aqueous solution 
can be sterilised by autoclaving, the only change being 
development of a slight yellow colour caused by frac- 
tions of low molecular weight. The solution is slightly 
acid in reaction (about pH 5) and this is usually neut- 
ralised by sodium bicarbonate when P.V.P. is formu- 
lated for intravenous injection. There appears to be 
ample evidence that P.V.P. is non-toxic to man. In 
addition to its original wartime use as a plasma sub- 
stitute, P.V.P. has been tested extensively as a vehicle 
for “delayed-release” or “depét-dose” preparations. A 
third use for P.V.P. arose from the observation that 
it showed the so-called “embathic effect” characteristic 
of serum, namely the ability to peptise coarsely dis- 
persed dyes such as Congo Red. It was thereafter 
shown in experimental animals that P.V.P. exerted a 
protective or detoxifying action by removing certain 
toxins and toxic dyestuffs, possibly by a them 
from the liver and causing excretion via the kidney. 
A recent innovation has been the introduction of a 
complex formed between P.V.P. and _ iodine. It is 
claimed that combination with iodine renders the latter 
safe, even for internal use, without reducing its bac- 
tericidal power. 

Silicones.—The first property of this group of com- 
pounds to attract interest in pharmacy and medicine 
was their water repellency, and this has led to the 
formulating of many kinds of barrier cream. It has 
been claimed that silicone fluids yield a water-repellent 
film, free from unpleasant greasiness, and that they 
are effective even when applied in an emulsified or 
“vanishing-cream” base. Quite apart from their use 
as “barriers,” silicones have been studied as alternative 
excipients to paraffins or vegetable oils in various 
ointments and in liniments. They appear to compare 
favourably in pharmaceutical properties with the more 
conventional formulae, but no outstanding advantages 
have been claimed. Preliminary work has already been 
carried out, using silicone oils as a depét-dose vehicle 
(i.e., as an alternative to arachis oil), but the release 
of drug was quite rapid. 

Polyvinyl Alcohol.—Like P.V.P., polyvinyl alcohol is 
not a precise chemical entity, but is a mixture of 
polymers of different molecular weight. Aqueous solu- 
tions are viscous and mucilaginous, and have hence 
found uses in pharmacy and cosmetics as thickeners, 
and as protective colloids to stabilise emulsions. Eva- 
poration of an alcoholic or aqueous solution leaves a 
plastic film which may be used in the manner of a 
collodion to bring drugs into contact with the skin 
without the need for bandaging. A study of polyvinyl 
alcohol as an emulsifying agent has been made by 
Biehn and Ernsberger (Ind. Eng. Chem., 1948, 40, 1449), 
who found that the most effective grades for this pur- 
pose were those of high viscosity, containing about 20 
per cent. of unchanged polyvinyl acetate. Some work 
has also been done on the injection of polyvinyl] alcohol, 
and Loubatiéres (Arch. Intern. Physiol., 1946, 54, 166) 
has reported its use as a plasma substitute, both in 
experimental animals and human patients.

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Polyvinyl acetate—Until quite recently there was 
little or no interest in polyvinyl acetate in pharmacy 
or medicine, but in 1954 Piney (Brit. Med. J., 1954, 
2, 48) reported a significant prolongation of blood- level 
in drugs administered by mouth using polyviny! acetate 
as excipient. Aspirin and sodium aminosalicylate were 
tested in this way, and it was suggested that a “long- 
acting” aspirin tablet might be developed by oniiaiing 
“free” aspirin with aspirin intimately associated with 
polyvinyl! acetate. 


Surgical Applications 

(a) Internal Use—The search for materials suitable 
for use in surgical repair has been in progress for 
many years, but the criteria for an ideal substance 
are extremely difficult to meet. The first point which 
had te be established was the freedom plastic 
materials from any tendency to produce tissue reaction. 
The polymers themselves are extremely inert, but 
dangers might result either from unchanged monomer 
or from various added substances such as p)asticisers, 
lubricants, fillers, pigments and stabilisers. Another 
factor which must be taken into account is abrasion 
due to friction and the consequent reles of fine 
particles which may produce tissue irritation 2s a result 
of their physical properties. The two plas'ics which 
have been used most frequently in surgical repair are 
polythene and polymethtyl methacrylate, former 
for flexibility and the latter where mechanic.! strength 
and rigidity are required. In addition, ny.on mono- 
filament is used as a suture material because of its 
high tensile strength and nylon tubing for urcterie and 
other catheters. 

The sterilisation of plastics before surgical use is 
still a problem. None can be sterilised by dry heat 
at 150° C., and only nylon will withstand autoclaving. 
Polythene can be boiled, but tubing and other fabricated 
articles will undergo deformation unless supported 
mechanically while hot. Colker and Norman (Pharm. J., 
1954, 173, 165) have described a method for sterilising 
polythene cannule by enclosing them in glass tubes 

autoclaving at 104° C. for 30 minutes. Immersion 
utions of antiseptics, such as quaternary ammo- 
salts, has been recommended by Farquhar and 
(Lancet, 1948, 2, 244), but these authors also 
point out that polythene will increase in weight after 
prolonged immersion in solution of chloroxylenol, pre- 
sumably due to absorption of certain constituents of 
the antiseptic. 

(b) Surgical Dressings——In practice, it is desirable 
that a dressing material should permit the passage of 
perspiration, but at the same time act as a barrier to 
liquid water and to micro-organisms. It has been found 
that a nylon film of thickness 2/1000 in. meets this 
requirement, and this material has been used in a 
variety of ways, including gauntlets for the protection 
of burns of the hand and arms. The progress of the 
wound can be followed visually by the surgeon without 
changing cressings, and much lighter protective dress- 
ings can be used. Synthetic polymers have led to 
several improvements on the original nitrocellulose 
collodions. Acrylic polymers are most suited to this 
method of presentation, since they are soluble in a range 
of organic solvents. 

(c) Splints and Orthopedic Appliances.—The use of 
plastics in this field has been reviewed by Scales 
(Brit. J. Indust. Med., 1951, 8, 288). Their chief advan- 
tages lie in their ease and speed of manipulation, light- 
ness, durability and resistance to chemicals. 

(d) Instruments.—Because of its heat resistance and 
mechanical strength, nylon has been used to replace 
glass in the manufacture of syringes. These are now 
available in capacities up to 20 mils, and the plungers 
and barrels of each size are interchangeable, which 
facilitates reassembly after sterilisation. The syringe 
is virtually indestructible under ordinary conditions of 
use, and can be sterilised by autoclaving up to 120° C.

Enteric Coated Capsules of 
Cobalt Chloride 


Cobalt salts such as the 
chloride or sulphate have 
been given in the treatment 
of anaemias, usually those re- 
sponding poorly to iron, liver 
and the other haematinics. 
The dose given varies from 
25 to 100 mgm. daily. This can 
give rise to some unpleasant 
side-effects, such as nausea, 
vomiting and anorexia. These 
side-effects can be averted by 
administering the drug in 
enteric-coated tablets or cap- 
sules. (Reference “The Lan- 
cet,” June 25, 1955.) 

Procedure.—A suitable ad- 
mixture of cobalt chloride and 
lactose was made, such that a 
No. 3 capsule would comfort- 

ably hold sufficient of the triturate to contain the 
required amount of the salt. 

Various methods of treating the capsules with for- 
maldehyde were tried, such as exposing the capsules 
to the vapour of formaldehyde before filling, exposing 
the capsules to formaldehyde vapour after filling and 
sealing with gelatin solution, and immersing the filled 
and sealed capsules in diluted formalin for 10 minutes, 
but in each case the contents of the capsules were 
found to be moist and to have the odour of formalde- 
hyde. 

A salol coating was then attempted. Based on the 
method described in the B.P.C. 1934, the procedure 
adopted was to substitute kaolin for lactose as the 
diluent, and to immerse the filled capsules in an ap- 
proximately 10% solution of white beeswax in ether. 
When the ether had evaporated, a second coating was 
applied. The waxed capsules were then immersed in 
melied salol, care being taken to ensure that the salol 
was barely above melting point, and rolled on an oint- 
ment slab until the salol solidified. Forceps were used 
to dip and roll the capsules. The salol coating was re- 
peated twice to ensure that each capsule was com- 
pletely covered by salol. 

The finished capsules had the appearance of a white 
frosty coating, which firmly adhered to the capsules. 


Test for Efficacy of Enteric Coating* 

Specimens of the finished capsules were immersed in 
the following solution and maintained at 37 deg. C. for 
four hours: 

Glycerin of Pepsin, B.P.C. 1934 1 ml. 

Dilute Hydrochloric Acid ; » 2a 

Distilled Water 48 ml. 

The capsules did not dissolve. 

After washing, the capsules were immersed in the 
following solution, which was maintained at 37 deg. C. 
for two hours: 

Pancreatin 1.0 G. 

Sodium Bicarbonate 0.1 G. 

Distilled Water, to 25.0 ml. 

At the end of this period the capsules had disinte- 
grated. (Actually the disintegration time varied be- 
tween three-quarters of an hour and an hour.)

WHAT TO STOCK 


Important Accessories which have a ready market in 
the average Pharmacy are Cable Releases, Filters, 
Sunshades (Lens Hoods), Flash Guns, Accessory Lenses 
for cameras in stock (i.e., Tele and Wide Angle Lenses), 
Rangefinders, Exposure Meters, Projectors, Viewers, 
Tripods and Enlargers. However, most country chemists 
do not find it necessary to carry stocks of tele and wide 
angle lenses and Enlargers. Whilst there are many 
other smaller accessories, we do not consider it necessary 
> country or suburban chemists to carry a full range 
of same. 


We set out hereunder details of: 


Exposure Meters 

Rangefinders 

Flash Guns (Battery and Electronic) 
Projectors 

Viewers, and 

Enlargers. 


EXPOSURE METERS: 


exposure meters are very important accessories par- 
ticularly for colour photography as colour film is very 
ensitive to incorrect exposures which entirely upset 
colour balance. 


Exposure meters are made in three types—optical, 
photo cell and photo meter. 


The optical exposure meter will give a rough guide, 
but in no circumstances is it accurate enough for colour 


photography. 
Photo cell meters range in price from £3/19/- to 
£14/14/-. 


Whilst when new, all photo cell meters give reliable 
measurements, the difference in quality lies more in 
the lifetime of the meter, which is actually governed 
by the lifetime of the selen cell. Thus, those in the 
price range under £10 might have a shorter lifetime 
than the more expensive meter. 


Some photo cell exposure meters can be used not only 
as a pocket meter but also fit on the accessory shoe 
of the camera and thus are particularly handy 


In the exposure meter selling above the £10 range, 
it is important from a sales point of view that results 
can be easily read off the meter. 


Whilst photo cell meters are accurate enough for the 
average amateur, really keen photographers prefer the 
photo meter type (such as the Volomat) which will 
solve more accurately doubtful lighting problems and 
can also be adapted to the particular requirements 
of colour film. 


RANGEFINDERS: 
The basic types of rangefinders are superimposed and 
split image, and these have already been discussed at 


length under the heading of “Cameras.” 


There is a big difference in the prices of the various 
rangefinders. Whilst even the cheapest one will do for 
the beginner, amateurs who are interested in close-up 
photography should buy the dearer item, some of which 
work as near as 8 in. distance. 
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FLASH GUNS (BATTERY AND ELECTRONIC): 


Flash guns can be subdivided into battery and elect- 
ronic types. Whilst the electronic guns are expensive 
and thus have a limited market, those operated by 
batteries are in big demand. 

Capacitor type battery flash guns are preferable to 
standard battery flash guns, as they give more accurate 
synchronisation and are less sensitive to falling off of 


voltage in the battery. They work off 22} volt 
miniature batteries and the batteries are usable under 
normal conditions for approximately two years. 

Electronic flash guns are made in two types—wet cell 


units and dry cell units. 

The wet cell unit works off 4 or 6 volts through a 
vibrator which transforms the direct current to alternate 
Through a transformer the voltage is brought 


current. 
up to approximately 1000 or more. However, vibrator 
type unit re not considered as reliable as dry cell 
units, as the vibrator is subject to wear. Repairs are 
also fairly costly. This also applies to vibrator units 
working off dry cell torch batteries. 

Dry cell electronic flash guns using standard 90 volt 


radio batteries work on the straight-out voltage sup- 
plied by these batteries without vibrator or transformer, 
thus there are no wearing parts.

It is customary to measure the strength of an electronic 
flash on the basis of joule output. However, the joule 
number does not take into account the duration of the 
flash, which is equally important for consideration of 
the light output. It is quite obvious that an electronic 


flash of, say, 100 joules with a flash duration of 1/1000th 
of a second would not have a more efficient light than 
a 50 joule unit with 1/500th of a second flash duration. 
As a result, of late, manufacturers are quoting not only 
joule ratings but also what is called the flash factor 
or guide number. This practice is very convenient as 
the guide numbers when divided by the distance from 
the camera to the subject will give the aperture to be 
used, irrespective of shutter speeds. 

However, it is unfortunate that there is no standard 
for working out of the guide numbers, but it is generally 
taken that they are based on a medium grey background 
than approximately 6 ft. behind the subject.

the background should be fairly close to the subject, 
but that the developing time should be 25% or 50% 
longer than normal due to the soft lighting provided 
by such a type of flash unit.

At the turn of the century the first derivative of bar- 
bituric acid, veronal, was introduced. This may be said 
to be the beginning of an era. It is interesting to note 
that barbituric acid itself has no sedative properties. 
There must be substitution on the 5-carbon atom. 


The barbiturates are usually classified according to 
their duration of action. Long acting: barbital, pheno- 
barbital. Medium acting: pentobarbital, secobarbital. 
Short acting: thiopental, thiamylal. Barbital is too 
slow to act and too long of action to be of any value. 
Phenobarbital has enjoyed a great reputation—largely 
undeserved. Phenobarbital came as a successor to 
barbital, but it differed little from it. It has never been 
appreciated, even by the medical profession, that in its 
slowness of action phenobarbital resembles the bromides 
and cannot be used to produce sleep quickly. 


It is likewise not fully appreciated that the drug is 
very cumulative. Many a person put on one grain of 
phenobarbital a day will, at the end of a month, pre- 
sent a very drowsy countenance. The main use of this 
drug is as a central nervous system depressant to allay 
anxiety and worry. Even this idea is not without its 
misconceptions. A mentally healthy person could not 
possibly benefited by a barbiturate. A person unable 
to sleep is definitely benefited by a sedative (see later). 
If one is suffering a mental strain (worry, etc.), and has 
become “jumpy,” adequate sedation—with phenobarbi- 
tal—will produce a quietening. This relief is almost 
purely symptomatic, it is doubtful if the patient is any 
more able to cope with his psychological problems. 
There is no evidence to suggest that barbiturates have 
a favourable effect on our intellectual capabilities. The 
present vogue of including phenobarbital in all sorts of 
“tonics,” which are used indiscriminately without medi- 
cal assistance, has no solid backing. Usually the dose 
of barbiturate is too small to be harmful 


For a while phenobarbital found its greatest use in 
the treatment of epilepsy. Today it has been displaced 
to a certain extent by more modern remedies The 
action of phenobarbital in epilepsy is unique in many 
respects. In the first place it is not a general property 
of barbiturates, this anti-convulsive effect in epilepsy. 
Only two other barbiturates possess this property, viz., 
methobarbital and metharbital. This is but another 
example of how phenobarbital seems to be an atypical 
barbituric acid derivative. It also shows how danger- 
ous it is to draw conclusions in pharmacology and not 
to follow them up with experimental verification. One 
would have thought that anti-epiletiform activity was 


associated with sedative action, but we see that other 
barbiturates, more sedative by nature, are not anti- 
convulsant. Similarly many drugs are anticonvulsant

its usefulness. Continued use of phenobarbital in epi- 
leptic patients may precipitate seizures. 


There is little to distinguish the modern medium-act- 
ing barbiturates from one another. This applies to 
their pharmacology and to their therapeutics. 


The main site of action is on the higher centres of 
the brain, the cortex. The sleep produced resembles 
physiological sleep, both subjectively and with respect 
to the electroencephalogram (E.E.G. or “brain waves”). 
Even when there is no obvious hangover, as after the 
short-acting barbiturates, physiological impairment can 
be demonstrated for some hours after awakening if 
special psychomotor performance tests are used for its 
detection. In part, barbiturates increase indifference to 
external stimuli and thereby promote natural sleep 
when the environmental situation is favourable. It is 
also possible that a specific effect is exerted on the 
central mechanisms which regulate the sleep processes. 


In hypnotic doses the barbiturates are not analgesic 
and so cannot produce sleep in the presence of pain. 
Indeed, if given alone under this circumstance, they 
may induce delirium, through a release of cortical inhi- 
bition. 


Apart from their action on the CNS barbiturates have 
little effect on the other systems of the body. They are 
classed as respiratory depressants, but this action is 
only evident when poisonous doses have been taken. 
Likewise there are no significant effects on the cardio- 
vascular system. The barbiturates do affect the smooth 
muscle cells of the alimentary canal. Usually this action 
is mild and without consequences. It may even be of 
benefit in delaying gastric unrest in cases of peptic ulcer. 


It is indeed fortunate that the barbiturates are not 
drugs of addiction, nor does one become tolerant to 
them to any degree. One can certainly get a psycholo- 
gical dependance to these drugs, i.e., a patient may find 
he cannot sleep unless he takes his tablet, although 
in reality he does not need it. All drugs are subject 
to this disadvantage. Recent reports from America 
suggest that true addiction, with withdrawal symptoms, 
have been encountered. These cases are rare. Both 
animal experiments and clinical results indicate that 
only a small degree of tolerance will result from the 
continued taking of the drug. It may be necessary 
after some months to as much as double the dose. 
This, judged by the tolerance that can develop to mor- 
phine, is mild. It may be said that the barbiturates 
form one of the safest group of drugs, when used in 
therapeutic amounts. Yet these drugs are some of the 
commonest used for suicidal purposes. Even then the 
number of “successful” cases are less than 10 per cent. 
of the “attempts.” This is because it requires about 20- 
30 times the therapeutic dose to bring about death. 
Picrotoxin has been used as a barbiturate antagonist in 
cases of poisoning. More recently a new drug, £8 methy] 
ethyl glutarimide (Megimide) has been developed in 
Melbourne. It is much superior to picrotoxin. Megi- 
mide has been introduced into England and one report 
states that it has enabled the recovery of a person who 
had taken 300 grains of barbiturate. 


Two old drugs are now coming into favour as mild 
hypnotics. They are carbromal and bromvaletone. It 
is remarkable that they have remained in obscurity for 
so long. These drugs are rapidly destroyed by the 
body. Therefore they are useful in inducing a sleep 
which passes into a natural slumber. They have been 
destroyed by the body before the patient awakes. Ac- 
cordingly there is no hangover and little risk of poi- 
soning. Side effects are rare and addiction certainly 
does not occur. 


The short acting barbiturates, thiopentone, etc., have 
not been mentioned. These substances are really an- 
aesthetic agents and will be dealt with in the following 
article.

A report on the London Meeting, by Mr. J. G. Landers, B.A.. M.P.S., Kodak Travelling Scholar, at Present © 
in England. 


The International Pharmaceutical Federation (F.LP.) 
has just held its 16th General Assembly in London. 
\mong the 1100 delegates from 46 countries were five 
Australians: Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Stones (S.A.), Miss A. 
M. Mackie (N.S.W.), Miss M. E. Andrews (Tas.) and the 
writer. 

The Conference consisted of some meetings designed 

r all delegates, but mainly of sectional meetings of 
interest to specialists in particular fields. Many of 
these took place simultaneously, so that no one delegate 
an set down more than personal impressions of the 
Conference as he saw it. 

The arrangements were not very different from those 
f A.N.Z.A.A.S. conferences in Australia, except that 
the international character of the Conference was re- 
ognised by including guides to Britain and tourist in- 
formation in the folders given to delegates, and in 
printing the country of origin, as well as the delegate’s 
name, on Conference badges. This was invaluable to 
ielegates anxious to meet particular foreign visitors. 
You found your man and buttonholed him or, more 
frequently, discovered a countryman of his and asked 
for an introduction. As my particular interest is in 
forensic pharmacy and allied fields, I used this tech- 
nique to good effect and made the acquaintance of 
several Scandinavian, Swiss, French and Austrian of- 
ficials whom I was anxious to meet. M. Jules Farine, 
Director of the Swiss Intercantonal Controlling Autho- 
rity for Proprietary Medicines, was good enough to 
give me over an hour of his limited time in London, 
and the others were also most hepful. As the President 
of the British Pharmaceutical Society himself pointed 
out in his welcoming address: “The real value, and 
indeed the lasting importance of great international 
assemblies such as this is not so much the resolutions 
that are passed, or the papers that are discussed, it is 
the personal contacts that are made between men of 
the same professions from different countries 

In the General Assembly meetings, all delegates were 
provided with earphones and could hear translations of 
speeches in English, French or German, but this was 
not done at section meetings. In addition, individual 
delegates could be assisted by Italian, Spanish, Dutch 
or Greek interpreters. 

Most delegates attended the official opening session, 
addressed by the British Minister of Health, Mr. Mac- 
leod, who expressed sympathetic interest in pharmacy, 
and by Mr. Steinman, the President of the British 
Pharmaceutical Society who, in welcoming delegates, 
drew attention to the desirability of spending more time 
discussing the problems of the practising pharmacist. 
Certainly, the constituent sections and sub-sections of 
the F.LP. are exceedingly specialised; besides the 
University (Scientific) Section with its Medicinal 
Plants Sub-section, and the Hospital Pharmacists’ Sec- 
tion, there are separate sections for military pharma- 
cists, directors of control laboratories, manufacturing 
pharmacists, secretaries of pharmacopoeia commissions 
and editors of pharmaceutical journals. In spite of Sir 
Hugh Linstead’s assurances in reply, one was left with 
the impression that the Conference was predominantly 
for people concerned in pharmaceutical manufacturing, 
analysis, teaching or administration.

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The Unification of the Labelling and Supply of 


Medicines Containing Poisons 


A Paper Presented at the 16th General Assembly of the Federation Internationale Pharmaceutique, by Jean 


Although most countries have, since very distant 
times, been concerned to establish rules for the control 
of trade in drugs capable of causing injury to the health 
of the individual, great diversity still exists between the 
solutions that have been adopted as regards medicinal 
preparations. 

Various attempts have, however, been made in the 

surse of the last half century to resolve this problem, 
vhich gets steadily worse as the relations between 
peoples develop and various countries co-operate in 
health matters. 

In 1925, pharmacists of 34 nations on both sides of 
the Atlantic met in Brussels. Discussions regarding 
bottles of distinctive shape to be used solely for medica- 
ments for external use led them to conclude that it was 
idvisable “that the Conference should consider means 
for preventing poisonous medicaments intended for ex- 
ternal use being taken internally, by error, as, unfor- 
tunately, all too frequently does occur.” 

One of the resolutions passed at that important 
pharmaceutical meeting was “that the question of 
labelling and other precautionary measure hould be 
considered, with a view to the adoption of international 
regulations.” 

In 1948, the World Health Organisation was in its turn 
ipproached. In connection with the proposal that pol- 
sonous substances should be identified in the Interna- 
tional Pharmacopoeia by means of some special sign 
capable of directing attention to their nature, to prevent 
mistakes on the part of anyone handling them, the pro- 
blem of the control of poisonous substances was again 
raised at international level. The French memorandum 
expressed the opinion that it was to be desired that the 
Committee of Experts should put the question on the 
agenda at one of the forthcoming sessions, as the matter 
was of primary public health interest. 

In 1951, the Permanent Commission of the Treaty of 
Brussels adopted a proposal that the Sub-Committee of 
Experts concerned with the control of pharmaceutical 
specialities should consider this same problem within 
the scope of a collective report entrusted to the French 
delegation: “Unification de |’étiquetage des médicaments 
et de l’exonération des substances vénéneuses” (“Uni- 
formisation of the labelling requirements for medicinal 
preparations and of provisions for the exemption of 
poisonous substances.”’) 

In September, 1954, the International Council of the 
XVIIth Ophthalmology Congress accepted a proposal 
that the internationally agreed traffic light colours 
should be used to identify poisonous substances in pre- 
parations for ophthalmic medication by means of an 
overprinting design on all containers and wrappings 

This same proposal was submitted to the World 
Health Organisation in the following year with a view 
to its extension to all medicinal preparations 

Finally, the recently created Western European Union 
is no doubt to take up the work which has so far been 
done by the experts of the Five Nations within the 
framework of the Brussels Treaty Organisation with a 
view to unification, in the seven countries, of regula- 
tions relating to medicinal preparations containing poi- 
sonous substances. 

The absence of unification in this field leaves the way 
open for all sorts of disasters every time medicinal pre- 
parations containing poisons are handled in interna- 
tional trade or exchange. Such a position moreover

The st obstacle to this unification of labelling 
requil! ts and controls on the sale of medicinal pre- 
parat rises undoubtedly from the fact that the 
probl: not exclusively a pharmaceutical one. 

The p macist is not the only user of poisonous sub- 
stan They are also used in industry, commerce and 
agricultuz That is why, more often that not, othei 
auth han those concerned with public health are 
entrust governments with the framing of regula- 
tions r to substances of this category. 

Every attempt at unification of regulations applicable 
to medi al preparations alone arouses strong opposi- 
tion I n of the general rules, laws decrees re 
gulating 1 nous substances in each country. 

It i efore most desirable that the regulations 
made by cach nation should make provision for separate 
and d t applications of the general measures which 
they impose. Thus, in France, since 1948, regulations 
relatir poisonous substances are different in their 
application according as they concern drugs intended 
for ce, for industry, for agriculture, or for 
human and veterinary medicine. 

Consequently, the French Public Health authorities 
are i position to adapt the regulations both to the 
needs of medical practice and those of social organisa- 
tion 


Such measures, if they were put into practice in 2 
sufficient number of countries, would encourage phar- 
macists to take a more active part in finding ways out 
of difficulties, and enable a rapid unification of labelling 
requirements and the control of the sale of medicinal! 
preparations containing poisonous substances. 

The problem which we have thought it our duty to 
bring up on the occasion of this XVIth General As 
sembly of the F.I.P. may be dealt with under three 
headings:— 

1. The classification of poisonous substances. 

2. Rules for the labelling of medicaments which con- 

tain these substances according to the schedules 

(in French “tableaux”) in which they are classed 

3. Rules for the issue of medicinal preparations con- 
taining poisonous substances, according to the 
schedules in which they fall. 


Classification of Poisonous SubStances Intended For 
Use in Medicine 

The classification of poisonous substances intended for 
use in human and veterinary medicine should be based 
upon the degrees of danger which may be presented 
by the various substances. 

It may not be so in all countries, but some have no 
fewer than five schedules. It is desirable that the num- 
ber of such schedules be very limited. 
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_ Generally speaking, and as is shown by an examina- 
tion of the pharmacopoeias which make the distinction, 
two groups are recognised, distinguished by the condi- 
tions under which they are required to be kept by the 
pharmacist. 


_ The Venena, which are to be kept in a locked cabinet; 
i.e., the poisons cupboard, where POISONS are kept. 


The Separanda, which are kept merely separate from 
other products, i.e., in the SEPARATE cupboard where 
DANGEROUS products are kept. 


There is one category of substances which the laws 
of the various countries prescribe most strictly are also 
to be kept locked up in the poisons cupboard and 
generally in a separate compartment, in compliance with 
the international conventions, i.e, the habit-forming 
drugs or NARCOTICS. The majority of countries 
establish a special schedule for these substances within 
the general classification, by reason of the very special 
rules applicable to.their delivery to the public, and in 
most cases, to the labelling requirements. 

The classification of poisonous substances into vari- 
ous categories or schedules presupposes that the actual 
list of such substances applicable to medical uses, is 
already in existence. 

Although there are, if we take into account the longest 
lists in force for some countries, over 700 drugs and 
medicinal preparations listed, a survey undertaken by 
an International Assembly of Pharmacists should permit 
the drawing up of a selection of medicaments, to include 
only those sufficiently dangerous to justify special mea- 

ures. 

As regards the designation of schedules, it has been 
shown that the use of letters is a source of many con- 
fusions. 

Already we have identical letters designating different 
chedules in neighbouring countries; the letter B, for 
instance, in France designates narcotics, whereas in 
the Netherlands it denotes “dangerous” products. 


Hence, it would be desirable to use the terms VENENA 
and SEPARANDA, taken from the Latin, which is also 
accepted by the WHO.’s in the International Pharma- 
copoeia, for the names of medicaments. 


The tables of poisonous substances ought to include 
only those simple drugs or chemical products having 
poisonous properties, to the exclusion of pharmaceutical 
preparations. These are, in fact, in most countries, sub- 
ject in principle to the same rules as the poisonous 
ubstances which they contain. However, it frequently 
happens that certain preparations are included in a 
different table from that of the poisonous components 
with which they are prepared, when it is considered 
that such preparations are in themselves less dangerous. 
Such is the case, for instance, with Codeine (VENE- 
NUM) and Syrup of Codeine (SEPARANDUM) 


Labelling of Medicinal Preparations Containing 
Poisonous Substances 


The several cupboards used for the keeping of poi- 
sonous substances, i.e. the VENENA and the SEPA- 
RANDA, are distinguished from each other either by 
special colours (in France, red and green), or by a 
special sign, to enable the pharmacist to distinguish 
between the one class and the other. We will not dwell 
upon this point, although it is worthy of some attention. 
Let us mention, in particular, that the system of colours 
as we have previously pointed out is not comparable 
with the road and rail signalling code to which _the 
International Council of the Congress of Ophthalmology 
wished to refer in their desire to assign a particular 
colour to each of the various classes of medicaments. 

We will consider here only labelling requirements for 
medicaments which are made up for issue 

It should be the concern of the pharmacist to prevent 
mistakes on the part of the patients or members of their 
household, without, however, arousing alarm by the 
use of psychologically misplaced warnings. 
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Most countries have, fortunately, abandoned the 
sinister devices bearing skulls and crossbones; the same 
applies in some countries, to the expressions TOXIC and 
POISON, which are forbidden on the labels on medica- 
ments handed over to patients. 


The medicament, whatever its composition as regards 

oisonous substances may be, could not become a 

oison unless it were administered in a manner dif- 
ferent from that prescribed by the physician. 


It is to avoid confusion as to routes of administration, 
as also in dosage, that French regulations have adopted 
the expression “NE PAS AVALER” (not to be swal- 
lowed) printed in black on a red label, for medicaments 
intended for administration by routes other than the 
oral, sublingual, rectal, urethral, vaginal and percu- 
taneous routes. 

For these latter routes, which were previously 
grouped under the term “internal use,’ as opposed to 
other routes designated by the expression “external 
use,” a rning common to products of all schedules 
simply vs the attention of the patient to “the pre- 
scribed e” which “must not be exceeded.” his 
warning given in black on a narrow red strip, con- 
stitutiz 1 extra slip label.

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THE UNIFICATION OF THE LABELLING AND 
SUPPLY OF MEDICINES CONTAINING POISONS 
(Continued from page 1182.) 

(at least in the case of medicaments not coming within 
the scope of benefits under social security organisations). 
This obligation, however, would not be reasonabl 

imposed in the case of medicaments which had too sm 

a content of poisonous substances, or which would be 
handed to the patient in a total amount too small to 
present any danger whatsoever. Therefore, especially 
in France, exemptions have been provided for. 

We will not raise the problem of the dispensing of 
narcotics nor of the regulations imposed, in many coun- 
tries, on the medical profession in regard to the making 
out of prescriptions, in order to combat drug addiction. 

The repetition of prescriptions for non-narcotic medi- 
caments containing un-exempted poisonous substances 
can be controlled in accordance with the degree of 
danger presented by the remedy, that is to say, in ac- 
cordance with the rules appertaining to the schedule 
under which it falls. 

Prescriptions should not be repeated if such is likely 
to be injurious to the patient. his may happen every 
time the patient transgresses the physician’s instruc- 
tions. 

French regulations provide, generally, save for ex- 
ceptions for certain forms, that— 

As regards VENENA, prescriptions cannot be re- 

peated unless the doctor has ordered repetition. 

As regards SEPARANDA, the repetition is permitted 

if the doctor has not given an express warning to 

the contrary. 

In any case, it is evident that these rules would be 
ineffective if repetition were made before the patient 
could be presumed to have used the whole of the 
medicament prescribed in accordance with the direc- 
tions stated by the doctor. 

As regards the dispensing of medicaments containing 
poisonous substances, it looks as if the most difficult 
problem will be the question of what are allowable 
exceptions. Upon this problem will depend the success 
of any steps towards unification as between neighbour- 
ing countries. 


In this paper we have dealt merely with those points 
which seemed to us likely to be worthy of consideration 
now on an international plane, pharmacists being in a 
position to put forward practical suggestions arising 
out of actual experience in the exercise of their pro- 
fession. 

We hope the examples which we have taken from 
recent French regulations will be examined and brought 
under the light of your criticism. It is in this way that 
something useful can be done to establish a common 
policy for regulations meeting the needs of public health 
and those of the pharmaceutical profession, with a view 
to the framing of inlarnational regulations. 
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Pest Destroyers 


Brands Registered for 1955 


By F. H. Williams, M.Sc., Deputy Chief Chemist 


The list of brands of fungicides, insecticides, vermin destroyers and weed destroyers registered 
with the Department of Agriculture for 1955, was published recently in the Victoria Government 


Gazette. The products listed cover a very wide field, and are used by farmers, orchardists and 
home gardeners. Copies of the list may be obtained, free of charge, on application to the Director, 


Registration of Brands 


The Fungicides Acts 1928 and 1935, and the various 
egulations made under these Acts, are designed to 
rotect purchasers and users of pest destroyers. These 
roducts must be registered annually, and no sale of 
n unregistered product may legally be made. The 
ffecting of registration is the responsibility of the 
wholesale dealer. Applications must be forwarded to 
the department on or before the end of February in 
ach year, and the list is then compiled and published. 
Registration of all pest destroyers in the list remains 
‘fective until the next year’s list is printed. 

During the course of the year, additional pest de- 
stroyers may be registered, but no supplementary list 

published. 

The list gives the brand name of each product, the 
percentages of its declared active constituents and the 
name and address of the wholesale dealer. Where a 
departmental standard is prescribed, e.g., in the case of 

n arsenical sheep dip, no percentages are stated. 


Labels 


Labels must appear on all packets or containers. They 
must give the details as set out in the list, and in addi- 

n, in a number of cases (particularly for the newer 

anic compounds), prescribed precautionary wording 
must appear. A description of treatment for persons 
affected by the pest destroyer must also be given where 
necessary. 


} 


This Year's List 


Quite a number of well-known brands have dis- 
appeared, but these have been more than replaced by 
a number of new products, largely containing the newer 
organic materials, so that the list, the largest to date, 
contains approximately 860 brands. 


As mentioned in last year’s notes, steps have been 
taken regarding the registration of rat poisons. The 
Vermin Destroyer (Rat-poison) Regulations 1954, which 
came into operation on January 1, 1955, together with 
an appropriate proclamation regarding standards, con- 
trol various matters such as labelling, packaging, col- 
ouring and percentages of active constituents Rat 
poisons appear for the first time in this year’s list. 


Steps have been taken to bring about uniformity in 
the giving of the percentages of active constituents in 
spraying oils (white oil, pale oil, &c.). Percentages of 
active constituents in these oils can be stated in more 
than one way, and in previous years, various firms have 
used different methods which made it difficult to com- 
pare the products put out by the different firms. This 
year, all percentages are given as by weight in volume 
(w/v), so that different oils of the same type can be 
readily compared one with another. 


The hormone-type weed killers have been split up 
into several sections—M.C.P.A., metallic salts, amine 
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Department of Agriculture, Treasury Gardens, Melbourne, C.2. 


salts and esters. The user often wishes to know the 
type of material contained in the weed-killer, and pre- 
vious lists gave only limited help in this direction. To 
facilitate comparisons of strengths, percentages of ac- 
tive constituents are given in terms of the appropriate 
acids. 


Supervision Under the Acts 


The wholesale dealer is responsible for seeing that 
his products conform to the requirements of the Acts; 
they must come up to guarantee with regard to active 
constituents, and the requirements of labelling and 
packaging must be met. Stocks of pest destroyers in 
stores are regularly inspected by a departmental officer; 
labels are checked for correctness, and samples taken 
for analysis. In addition, examinations are made of 
samples which have been received as the result of 
complaints by users. Appropriate action is taken when 
irregularities are detected.

DOGS CARRY HYDATID DISEASE 


The house dog or sheep dog so fondly regarded ma} 
turn out to be a carrier of the deadly hydatid diseas« 
Issuing this warning, Mr. G. A. Letts, Veterinary Offi- 
cer of the Victorian Department of ‘Agriculture, ad- 
vises owners of dogs always to observe certain pre- 
cautions to avoid the possibility of human infection 


1. To wash the hands after handling dogs. Thi 
should be a habit and never broken. The dog 
coat may be laden with dust rich in hydatid eggs, 
which if swallowed may cause serious illness and 
death. Children should be trained in a_hand- 
washing routine from their earliest age. 


The dog should be dosed regularly to rid him of 
the hydatid tapeworm. Arecoline hydrobromide is 
the drug to use (1/10th to 1 grain, according to 
size), and the dose can be repeated at two-monthly 
intervals. Owners should make a point of using 
this treatment at least twice per year. 

3. Raw offal should not be fed to dogs. This applies 
particularly in the country, where raw lungs and 
livers from killed sheep are too often fed to dogs, 
in this way renewing the hydatid life-cycle. Boil 
the offal first.

Our October meeting, held at the College of Phar- 
macy, was attended by more than 40 members. Miss 
Smalley, our President, introduced the guest speaker, 
Dr. Jean Littlejohn, whose work at the Eye and Ear 
Hospital in Melbourne has been outstanding. 


Dr. Littlejohn told in a most interesting and enter- 
taining way of her work at the clinic, which was com- 
menced in March, ’53, for the treatment of deaf children 
under the age of three years. There is no State pro- 
vision for deaf children before they reach the age of 
four. Dr. Littlejohn considers treatment in those early 
years is essential, because it is then that a child with 
normal hearing learns to talk by imitating the speech 
of those around it. She now has all her patients with 
hearing aids. 


Dr. Littlejohn told us of the various causes of deaf- 
ness in children—heriditary (often the result of inter- 
marrying of blood relations in previous generations), 
Rubella during pregnancy (75% possibility of deaf- 
ness), RH Factor, and Spastic Child. In the latter case 
some are deaf, some may appear deaf, but due to the 
fact that they have no muscle co-ordination or very 
slow muscle control they cannot reply or give any 
sign that they have heard. 


In telling us of the methods of training and teaching, 
she uses, Dr. Littlejohn stressed the importance of ob- 
ining the confidence and co-operation of the parents. 
ne parents resent and refuse to accept any blame 
he deafness; others are full of excuses as to the 
The parents are told to treat the child in a 
pletely normal way and speak in a normal tone and 
inner, repeating the names of articles as they are 
died, day after day.

GREAT BRITAIN 
London, October 10, 1955. 


International Pharmaceutical Federation 

The most important pharmaceutical event in Great 
Britain for many years took place in September, when 
the 16th General Assembly of the Fédération Inter- 
nationale Pharmaceutique was held in London under 
the presidency of Sir Hugh Linstead, M.P. This was 
the first meeting in Britain for 32 years, but, of course, 
meetings were suspended during the war. The dele- 
gates from abroad numbered over 700 and were drawn 
from 45 countries. Five of the number were from 
Australia: Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Stones, of Adelaide, who 
came to London after their visit to the Conference at 
Aberdeen; Mr. J. G. Landers, who holds a Kodak 
scholarship; and the Misses M. E. Andrews (Tasmania) 
and A. M. Mackie (N.S.W.), who are both gaining 
pharmaceutical experience in Britain. Major Hamish 
Bremner represented New Zealand. 


General Organisation 


The Conference meetings were divided into a number 
of sub-sections which carried out their work simul- 
taneously, and in addition the secretaries of Pharma- 
copoeia Commissions and directors of State control 
laboratories met on several occasions. The divisions 
included the medical plants sub-section, the university 
(scientific) section, the section of hospital pharmacists, 
the section of manufacturing pharmacists, the press 
and documentation section, and the section of military 
pharmacists. In addition two meetings of the Union 
Mondiale des Societes d’Histoire de la Pharmacie were 
held, and there were afternoon or whole-day visits to 
the laboratories and works of several manufacturing 
firms. These included: Allen and Hanburys, at Ware 
Burroughs, Wellcome and Co. Research Laboratories, 
Beckenham; Ciba Laboratories, Horsham; Glaxo Labo- 
ratories, Greenford; Parke, Davis and Co., Hounslow; 
and, of special interest to members attending the 
Medicinal Plants Section, a visit to the Horticultural 
Research Station of Plant Protection Ltd. (1LC.L) at 
Fernhurst. 


Opening Session 

At the opening session the delegates were welcomed 
on behalf of Her Majesty’s Government by Mr. Iain 
Macleod, the Minister of Health, who in the course of 
his speech said: In this country the Pharmaceutical 
Society had a long and honourable tradition extending 
over more than 100 years in the regulation and en- 
couragement of the profession. It had also a long and 
well-established tradition of a close link with the Fede- 
ration, and he was delighted to see that in this inter- 
national Assembly that link was being maintained from 
the presidential chair. As Minister of Health he had 
reason to be very grateful to Sir Hugh Linstead for 
his wisdom during the last few years. Whether as 


Chairman of one of the greatest general hospitals in 
the country, as a member of the Central Health Ser- 
vices Council, or advocating—as he did ceaselessly— 
the cause of pharmacy in the House of Commons, Sir 
Hugh had given valuable services; and although he 
said it with diffidence, for Sir Hugh was a colleague 
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of his in more senses than one, he though! the Assembly 
was very fortunate in its President.

I am 
thinking of the pharmacist in his pharmacy. I know 
that fuller provision for the discussion of subjects of 
interest and importance to him is very much in the 
1ind of the President of the Federation. May I as a 
ohareneil in retail practice myself express the hope 
that during your discussions in London ways and means 
will be found of enlarging the opportunities for prac- 
tising pharmacists to discuss their problems at meetings 
of your General Assemblies. 


Sir Hugh Linstead in the course of his reply said 
that the Bureau and the Council of the Federation 
were deeply concerned that they should be as interested 
in the future and in the problems of the retail phar- 
macist as they were in any other sections of pharmacy.

Uncollected Charges 


When the shilling levy per prescription form was 
imposed on the public three years ago, it was agreed 
that this should be considered as 113d. when chemists’ 
accounts were made up. This farthing difference was 
based on the assumption that one person in 48 would 
not pay the shilling, either on account of emergency 
or that a child had brought in the form. In the inquir 
into container returns it was found that this small 
sum did not in fact represent the number of uncollected 
shillings, but was too high, and accordingly the Ministry 
has reduced the allowance to .075d. This action has 
caused resentment among chemists, as the agreement 
of the Central N.H.S. Contractors’ Committee was not 
obtained, although the matter was discussed. The 
validity of the facts justify the reduction, but agreement 
was not reached, as the Ministry had not been prepared 
to give an assurance that the container allowance 
would be adjusted as soon as an agreed revised figure 
was determined on the facts secured during the inquiry, 
and the Central Contractors’ Committee has taken its 
stand on a matter of principle. 


Report on the Health Service 


The recently published report of the Minister of 
Health on the National Health Service in England and 
Wales shows that the total cost of the service was 
£473 million. Of this figure approximately 9.75 per 
cent. is required for the pharmaceutical service. In 
the year 218.7 million prescriptions were dispensed at 
an average cost of 50.44d.; this figure represents an 
increase of 1.62d. per prescription over the previous 
year and a total increase of around 1/- since 1950. In 
addition to the prescription accounts a further £7.7 
million was required to pay for medicinal and surgical 
appliances and equipment used in hospitals. The latter 
figure takes no account of the salaries involved. 


New Source of Sulphur 


Some years ago there was a great shortage of sulphur 
in Britain, and industrial production of sulphuric acid 
was threatened. Since then steps have been taken to 
prevent a recurrence of this position, and now a method 
has been evolved for extracting sulphur compounds 
from sewage waste by the use of bacteria. Some 
sewage disposal plants already produce methane as a 
fuel, and work sponsored by the Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research has shown that addition 
of waste sulphate to the sludge results in formation 
of hydrogen sulphide. This in turn can be readily 
converted into pure sulphur or the acid. In the earlier 
experiments methane production was stopped, but new 
strains of bacteria now permit both gases to be pro- 
duced simultaneously. The new process is said to be 
relatively expensive, but if a new shortage developed 
or the United States stopped exports, it would be pos- 
sible to begin production on an industrial scale within 
six months. The whole of Britain’s imports of pure 
sulphur, approximately one-fifth of the total consump- 
tion of sulphur compounds, could be replaced by the 
new method. 


Five Days Shopping Week? 


For some time there has been almost full employment 
in Great Britain. The only people who are out of 
work are those who are in fact unemployable. Conse- 
quently workers are able to pick and choose their 
jobs, and not unnaturally seek in addition to high 
wages better working conditions. One of the most 
sought after advantages is the five-day week, and in 
Central London there is a dearth of shop assistants. 
The manager of one large store has suggested that 
businesses of this type should shut on Mondays and 
so enable assistants to have a long week-end. The idea 
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has been greatly discussed as well as that of staggered 
hours for employees. The general view in pharmacy 
is that it would be quite impossible for the smaller 
shop, and that a service is needed throughout the week. 


Ban on Heroin 


During September there was an international con- 
gress on criminology in London. At one session Dr. 
H. Berger, who is a consultant in the United States 
sublic health services, said that the ban on heroin in 
Britain would encourage racketeers and smugglers. “It 
eems a shame that you in Britain, who are held up 
as an example to the world on how to handle this 
problem, are now about to go wrong and do what we 
did. We failed in the United States to foresee that we 
hould have the Dangerous Drugs pedilar.” 


Terramycin Production 


A new factory erected by Charles Pfizer & Co. at an 
estimated cost of £2,500,000 has been opened at Sand- 
vich, on the Kent coast, for the production of terra- 
nycin and tetracyn. The factory is capable of an 
innual production of these drugs valued between £7 
ind £8 million. Until recently Britain was dependent 
m the United States for supplies of these drugs, and 
he estimated saving is at least £2 million per year. 
it is anticipated that considerable exports will be sent 
o sterling areas. Samples of soil from many areas in 
Great Britain have already been sent to the States to 
be tested for new antibiotic producing organisms. It 
is also intended to add a research laboratory to the 
plant at Sandwich. 


Royal Institute of Chemistry 


Certain changes are being made by the Royal Institute 
of Chemistry in the regulations which govern admission 
to membership. The new scheme includes replacing the 
present Associateship examination by a graduate mem- 
bership examination divided into two parts—Part l, 
containing theory papers in inorganic, organic and 
physical chemistry at approximately pass degree level, 
and Part 2, having a content similar to the present 
Associateship examination including practical work at 
honours degree level. The Associateship would then 
be open to those who had passed Part 2 or been 
exempted by holding a degree with first or second class 
honours in chemistry and on having had subsequently 
a period of approved experience in the practice or 
application of chemistry. Admission to the Fellowship 
would depend upon a suitable standard of professional 
maturity and responsibility having been reached. In 
addition post-associateship examinations would be de- 
veloped to lead to separate qualifications of the Institute. 
These would be similar in many respects to the exami- 
nations which at present lead to the Fellowship in 
special Branches, but would not be directly linked to 
the Fellowship. 


Students’ Meeting 


According to the Pharmaceutical Journal, the fourth 
International Conference of Pharmaceutical Students 
was held in Vienna during August, when 180 students, 
including 50 from Great Britain, were present. 


Sir Hugh Linstead was elected a Vice-President of 
the Federation, as was also Mr. S. J. Ralph, who has 
been associated with the Federation since its foundation, 
and has been both Secretary-General and President. 
report on pharmaceutical education in 25 countries has 
been published, and from the exchange system for 
students 40 exchanges had been made during the present 
year. The most difficult part is to find pharmacists who 
were prepared to accept foreign students in their 
pharmacies.

BILL TO AMEND MEDICAL ACT 


The Hon. W. M. Moore, Secretary for Health and 
Home Affairs, introduced a Bill to amend the Medical 
Act in the Legislative Assembly on September 20. 

In explaining the measure, he said three major 
cgi of the existing law were embodied in the 

ill:— 

(a) To widen the provisions for admission to the 
Register of Medical Practitioners and, at the same time, 
to ensure that the high standard of medical practice in 
Queensland was maintained; 

(b) To aim at preventing persons engaged in the 
health field who are not registered medical practitioners 
from misleading people into believing that they are. 
In other words, the amendment was aimed at people 
commonly called “quacks”; and 

(c) To amend the parts of the Act dealing with recog- 
nition of specialised qualifications, specified acts of mis- 
conduct in a professional respect, and review of ac- 
counts of medical practitioners and specialists. 

Mr. Moore — out that under the present legis- 
lation medical practitioners who had not qualified at 
British universities and who had been registered in 
Great Britain under the Medical Practitioners and 
Pharmacists’ Act of 1947, were eligible for registration 
in Queensland. Under the Act as it now stood the 
Queensland Board was compelled to register such per- 
sons if they applied and allow them full practising 
rights, although these were not extended to them in 
Great Britain 
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In reply to a question, Mr. Moore stated that so far 
as he was aware there had not been any applications 
from such persons. 

The Bill was designed to delete the provision that 
made registration of these persons mandatory and to 
limit the persons to be registered from Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland to those who had graduated from 
universities and colleges in those countries. 

The amendment would not in any way affect reci- 
procity betweer: Great Britain and Queensland 

The second amendment of the Act dealing with regis- 
tration would provide for the registration of persons 
vho had obtained medical qualifications elsewhere than 
Australia, New Zealand, Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, subject to a most important provision to guar- 
uitee that their qualifications must be as high as or 
higher than those required for registration of Queens- 
land graduates. Degrees would have to be approved 

y the Queensland Medical Board and further recog- 
mised by the Governor-in-Council. 

Persons seeking registration under these provisions 
would be called upon to satisfy a panel of examiners 
consisting of the professors of medicine, surgery and 

bstetrics at the University of Queensland, that they 
had the necessary knowledge and skill in medicine to 
practise in this country, and also had a sufficiently good 
understanding of the English language. The examina- 
tion would be oral and clinical, and would be con- 
ducted in the English language. 

gone | with the provisions to control the activities 
of “quacks,” Mr. Moore said three methods had been 
discussed:—(1) Total prohibition of practice; (2) sepa- 
rate provision for registration and control of such per- 
sons; (3) further restrictions under the Medical Acts. 
He discussed the advantages and disadvantages of each 
of these three methods, and stated that the third 
method had been decided upon. The proposed amend- 
ment sets out to prevent the display and use by un- 
qualified persons of worthless degrees and diplomas 
and the display of medical instruments which tend to 
mislead the public into thinking that the person con- 
cerned was highly qualified and skilled. 

Mr. Bjelke-Petersen: What about the use of those 
instruments? 

Mr. Moore: When the Bill is presented and its clauses 
are studied, the implications of the amendments will 
be very plain to honourable members. 

Another amendment in the Bill provides for patients 
to appeal to the Medical Board of Queensland to have 
a doctor’s account reviewed. As the Act now stands, 
application for review must be made within one month 
of receipt of account by the patient, and the Medical 
Board is required on review to state what it deems a 
reasonable fee for the medical service covered by that 
account. The feeling was that a period of one mecnth 
was not long enough, as a patient who had suffered 
from a severe illness could well not have been fit 
enough to consider such matters in that period. The 
period was therefore being extended to three months. 

Under this particular amendment the Medical 
Board would be required to state only whether or not 
the amount charged was excessive, and only in that 
case will it be required to fix and state the actual 
amount that should have been charged. The provision 
in the present Act that the Board in all instances should 
state what it deemed a reasonable fee had led to 
anomalies. A patient who thought an account to be 
excessive, but when it had been thoroughly investi- 
gated and the Board was convinced that the doctor 
could have charged a higher fee, was compelled to 
state that a reasonable fee would be higher than the 
amount charged, and was required to state the higher 
amount. 

Some of the remaining amendments to existing pro- 
visions deal with machinery for hearing charges 
against doctors for unprofessional conduct.

THE PHARMACY ACT 1935-1952 


(Extract from the South Australian Government 

F Gazette, September 29, 1955) 

Whereas by Section 37 of the Pharmacy Act 1935- 
1952, it is provided that the Pharmacy Board of South 
Australia may, with the approval of the Governor, 
make all such regulations as are necessary or conveni- 
ent for the purpose of carrying such Act into effect, the 
board on the day of the date hereof ir accordance with 
such provisions rescinded the regulation set out in 
Part IV (c) and (d) of the regulation made by the board 
on the 14th day of November, 1951, and made the fol- 
lowing regulation, that is to say:— 


(c) Examinations 
(1) Unless the board shall otherwise determine ap- 
prentices shall during or after apprenticeship attend 
courses of instruction from time to time approved by 
the board and shall pass examinations conducted by 
the board in the following prescribed subjects and in

The board may permit an apprentice to be examined 
under this Act for his final examination (namely, the 
subjects above referred to as Pharmacy II and IV) be- 
fore reaching the age of 21 years or before the expira- 
tion of the term of his apprenticeship provided he shall 
unless otherwise determined first have passed the other 
subjects mentioned above as in this regulation provided, 
and upon his passing such final examination and at- 
taining the age of 21 years and completing his term 
of apprenticeship, issue him with a practising certi- 
ficate and enter his name on the Register of Pharma- 
ceutical Chemists. 


Apprentices shall also attend a course of lectures in 
a subject known as “History of Thought,” but are not 
required to sit for an examination in that subject.

Mr. E. F. Lipsham reported on minutes of a meeting 
of Poisons Schedules Advisory Panel of Victoria.

Galenical Exercises.—Several cases of unsatisfactory 
galenical exercises by students were reported to the 
Board, and it was decided that letters be directed to 
the apprentices concerned pointing ou! their poor work 
and the necessity for improvement before they would 
be permitted to sit for their examinations. 

The Board took a serious view of the matter, and 
it was decided to direct letters also to the masters of 
the apprentices involved and ask their co-operation in 
seeing that the work set is properly carried out. On 
two occasions recently the Board has found it necessary 
to call students before it to be reprimanded for poor 
work on the galenical exercises. The Board is disturbed 
at the apparent increase in the lackadaisical effort in 
this branch. Consideration of the method of approach 
to be adopted to overcome this lapse was deferred to 
the next meeting of the Board. 

Office Accommodation.—Arrangements for the change 
of address to occur on October 18 were reported to the 
Board. 

Alteration of Date of Meeting. |! was proposed to 
ask the co-operation of the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society in altering the date of meeting of the 
Board to the first Wednesday in each month. This 
would enable minutes of meeting and relevant infor- 
mation to be used more readily for publication in the 
“AP.” 

Inspector’s Reports.——Two matters were reported by 
the Inspector covering offences against the Pharmacy 
Act and Regulations relating to an unregistered person 
being in charge of a shop, and another shop allegedly 
being used as a depot two days in each week. It was 
resolved to refer the matters to the Board’s solicitors 
for the necessary action. 

Labels.—It was reported that a survey had shown 
that several pharmacists were still using red print on 
labels for medicaments for internal use. It was decided 
to approach the chemists concerned and point out to 
them that their labels were not conforming to the 
decision reached at the Brisbane Conference, and asking 
for their co-operation in the matter 

A report of a survey of labels from southern country 
districts was also received. 

Partnerships.—The existence of two partnerships 
referred to at previous meeting as existing between a 
registered pharmacist and an unregistered person con- 
trary to the provisions of the Pharmacy Act was further 
considered. In one case the matter had been satis- 
factorily finalised, and in the other negotiations were 
well advanced towards completion. 

A report on the classification of a country grocery 
partnership under the heading of “Chemist” in a Direc- 
tory was noted, and a satisfactory undertaking was 
received from the firm concerned.

BIG PROFIT ON DRUGS ALLEGED 


Australian manufacturers appeared to make up to 
300 per cent. profit on chemical tablets said Mr. B. F. 
Evans, representing the Joint Committee for Tariff 
Revision, in evidence before the Tariff Board on Oc- 
tober 18. 

The Committee represented the interests of the Aus- 
tralian Council of Retailers, the Sydney Chamber of 
Commerce, and the N.S.W. Graziers’ Association, he 
said. 

The Board was inquiring into requests by Australian 
makers of medicinal tablets for increased tariffs on 
certain drugs imported in tablet form. 

Mr. Evans said that folic acid tablets which cost 
3/11.8 to make were 17/- wholesale. Riboflavin tablets 
which cost 9.05d. to make were 4/- wholesale. “Tt 
would appear the wholesale margins taken are from 
200 to 300 per cent. and upwards,” he said. 

If local tablet makers made these profits, they had 
made little effort to cut the Australian price of their 
tablets, Mr. Evans said. “They are looking too closely 
at the prices their overseas competitors are obliged to 
quote,” he said. 

Mr. D. A. Toppin, Managing Director of R. D. Toppin 
& Sons Pty. Ltd., manufacturing chemists, said overseas 
tablet makers could land their products in Australia 
at prices below the cost of raw materials to Australian 
makers. Overseas firms were getting contracts to 
supply medicinal tablets to Government and semi- 
Government authorities. 

“IT understand an Italian firm recently received a 
Government department contract for the supply of 
tablets,” he said. 

Mr. Toppin said that Italy, Great Britain and West 
Germany were exporting medicinal tablets to Australia. 
They had an unfair advantage because the bottles and 
other containers the exporters used entered Australia 
duty free. Separately, these would be subject to duties. 

Mr. Toppin said his company was the main producer 
of tablets in New South Wales. The company’s 21 
employees making tablets spent about 15 per cent. of 
the time preparing the drugs under review, he said. 

The Board closed the inquiry.

Secondly, he desired to be present to present to his 
nephew, John O’Sullivan, his diploma. Morry’s interests 
were twofold. He was coming to express his gratitude 
to the Society for its help and co-operation, and to par- 
ticipate in the giving of a certificate in his own family 
circle, as it were.

“This function is important; important in view of 
the changing society in which we live.

KEEPING WINDOWS CLEAR OF FLIES 
AND INSECTS 


Sir—I am prompted to forward the following infor- 
mation because I believe that many of my colleagues 
must also be experiencing the problem of dealing with 
blowflies, houseflies and other flying insects in the 
windows of their pharmacies. 

The problem lies in the fact that where open-backed 
windows are a feature of pharmacy design, the floors 
of these windows rapidly become unsightly due to a 
disfiguring accumulation of dead and dying insects, 
especially during the spring and summer months. 

Before resorting to the extremity of closing in the 
backs of the windows, I submitted the problem to the 
Division of Entomology, C.S.I.R.O., Canberra, and re- 
ceived the following suggestion from Mr. A. J. Nichol- 
son, Chief of the Division: 

Troughs approximately 1 in. wide and 14 in. deep 
should be placed along the bottom of the windows about 
4 in. from the glass. The back of the trough is bent 
inwards to obscure part of the interior from view of 
the footpath. A removable strip about 2 in. wide rests 
on the front of the trough, and is inclined to the window 
glass at a sharp angle. Place about } in. of kerosene 
in the bottom of the trough, and coat the sloping strip 
with 4 per cent DDT in kerosene. lies contact the 
DDT, and soon fall dead into the trough out of sight. 

After a trial period of 48 hours there was not a single 
fly in the window, although a large number were found 
in the trap. 

I unhesitatingly recommend this method, suggested 
by the C.S.I.R.O., to any colleague faced with this 
difficulty as 100 per cent. successful. When painted the 
units are neither conspicuous nor unsightly —Yours, etc.,

His many friends in pharmacy will learn with regret 
of the death of Major H. W. ilson, which occurred 
on October 1, at his home, Inkerman road, Caulfield, 
Victoria.

Major Wilson was born at Bradford, Yorkshire, Eng- 
land, but came to Victoria at the age of six, when his 
arents settled in the wheat country near Dimboola, 
ictoria.

In 1908 he was appointed lecturer at the Tea- 
chers’ College, Mel- 
bourne, where he rose 
to the position of Senior 
Lecturer in Biological 
" Subjects. He was also 
Senior Lecturer in 
Method of Biological 
Sciences in the School 
of Education, Univer- 
sity of Melbourne. His 
association with Vic- 
torian Pharmacy and 
the College of Phar- 
macy, Melbourne, began 
in 1927, when he was 
appointed Lecturer in 
Botany and examiner 
for the Pharmacy Board 
in that subject. In this 
he succeeded the late 
Stephen Hart, Bishop 
of Wangaratta 
He retired from these 
positions in September, 
1952. He gave splendid 
service to his subject, 
his students and to 
pharmacy, for he was 
keenly interested in his 
association with Vic- 
torian pharmacy. 
Through his students his influence extended through- 
out Victoria, and even further afield. The help and 
encouragement that he gave to C.R.T.S. students taking 
pharmacy after the Second World War was outstanding, 
and will not be forgotten.

AMENDING MEDICAL BILL 


This Bill, after passing through the Legislative 
Council, was introduced in the Assembly on September 
27 by Mr. Reid, Honorary Minister. 

In moving that the Bill be read a second time, Mr. 
Reid said: 

This short measure is introduced to enable fees 
charged by the Pharmacy Board of Victoria for the 
annual registration of chemists to be raised. The Board 
is set up under the provisions of Part III of the 
Medical Act 1928, and it consists of Henry Alfred 
Braithwaite, President, William Wishart, Samuel James 
Baird, Allan William Callister, Wilfred Rudolph Iliffe, 
Nigel Charles Manning and Alexander Washington Mc- 
Gibbony. All are pharmaceutical chemists. The duties 
of the Board are generally to supervise the practice of 
pharmacy, to set standards for the training of phar- 
maceutical Chemists, and to register such chemists. 

Prior to 1950 the Board’s only sources of revenue 
were examination fees and the fees charged when 
chemists were first registered after graduation. In 1950 
the Board’s expenditure exceeded its receipts. Rather 
than make the position of students more difficult by 
increasing examination fees, it was decided that 
chemists in practice should provide some financial sup- 
port for the Board. Parliament, by section 5 of the 
Medical Act 1950, authorised the Pharmacy Board to 
charge all chemists on the Pharmaceutical Register of 
Victoria, who desire to continue to practise, an annual 
re-registration fee of £1/1/-. 

Since 1950 costs have continued to rise. The Phar- 
macy Board has now asked for a further amendment 
of section 85 of the Medical Act 1928, as amended by 
section 5 of the Medical Act 1950, to permit re-regis- 
tration fees to be further increased. The upper limit 
proposed is £3/3/-, but it is expected that the fee that 
will be fixed by the Governor in Council will not be 
increased to that amount. Clause 2 of the Bill sets 
out the extent of the necessary amendment. Instead 
of the fee of £1/1/- previously fixed by Parliament as 
a registration fee, chemists will in future pay an amount 
not exceeding £3/3/- to be fixed from time to time by 
Order in Council.

NATIONAL HEALTH SCHEME 
Health Department Officers Address Bendigo Meeting 

One of the largest meetings of country chemists to 
be held in Victoria took place in Bendigo on Saturday, 
September 24, to hear representatives of the Common- 
wealth Department of Health address them on “Various 
Aspects of the National Health Scheme as it Affected 
Pharmacy.” Commonwealth Department representa- 
tives present were Dr. H. M. Franklands, Common- 
wealth Deputy Director of Health for Victoria; Mr. G. G. 
Jewkes, Director of Pharmaceutica! Services, Canberra; 
and Mr. Charles Farnbach, Chief Pharmaceutical 
Chemist for the Department in Victoria 

Mr. J. J. Cocking presided over the gathering. 

Mr. Jewkes said that meetings such as this with 
brother pharmacists afforded him a great deal of plea- 
sure, in that they served to remind him of other occa- 
sions when he had sat on the other side of the table 
and spoke as the representative of the chemists. His 
responsibility had considerably broadened, but that did 
not mean that his interest in pharmacy had changed 
or lessened. His opinion of public servants had modi- 
fied, for now he realised that the public service as a 
whole was trying to carry on a diffi job with equity 
to all. 

Chemists could make the going easier to the mutual 
advantage of themselves and the department if they 
read and followed all of the instructi: issued and car- 
ried them out to the best of their ability. 

Mr. Jewkes said that a national pharmaceutical ser- 
vice could never be as flexible as private practice 

Private practice was based on r ual trust between 
the doctor, chemist and the patient. If any one of them 
betrayed that trust, the others had emedy in their 
hands. 

The national service introduced a fourth partner, the 
Government, which as the custodian the public purse 
had to take steps that were nec« prevent abuse 
by a doctor, chemist or patient of ervices which 
were provided. 

Mr. Jewkes gave an outline of the general system of 
administration within the department. lle drew atten- 
tion to the fact that all work carried on in the phar- 
maceutical division was controlled by pharmaceutical 
chemists, of whom there were twenty the staff. 

Referring to what has been called channelling” 
of prescriptions, Mr. Jewkes said this might or might 
not be a matter of particular concern in the area, but 
in travelling round the Commonwealth he found it a 
very common cause for complaint. T! was a matter 
which concerned the Pharmaceutical Societies and the 
Guild, as well as the department. He gave an assur- 
ance that as far as the department concerned it 
would investigate every case where there was evidence 
of collusion between the parties concerned, and that 
appropriate action would be taken if fraudulent action 
could be established. On the other hand, everyone was 
aware that there were cases which could be considered 
undesirable, if not reprehensible, but which did not 
come within the scope of the law. Such cases were the 
concern of the profession itself. 

Mr. Jewkes said that under the National Health 
Scheme, which expended the public money for pro- 
fessional service, not only public servants but every- 
one who participated in the scheme—every doctor, 
every chemist, every drug manufacturer and patient— 
had to accept the responsibility arising from the con- 
fidence which was reposed in him. 


Secondly, while the behaviour of the relatively few 
may make it necessary for the department to take 
action against doctors and chemists, it deplored the 
necessity for that; it much prefers advising the person 
in doubt rather than taking action where irregularities 
occur. Finally, he wished to refer to the matter of 
pounds, shillings and pence. Without moralising, he 
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submitted figures which illustrated the need for greater 
precision in the pricing of prescriptions 

Mr. Jewkes then gave examples of errors that oc- 
curred in the pricing of N.H.S. and P.M.S. prescrip- 
tions—some favouring the chemist and some favour- 
ing the department—and suggested means whereby 
these could be reduced to a minimum. 

In conclusion, Mr. Jewkes said the main purpose of 
his department in having representatives attending 
such meetings was to cement the friendly relationship 
which existed with retail chemists as a whole; to 
smooth out any misunderstandings and to give an as- 
surance that the department was attempting to give 
the chemists a fair deal. The department realised that 
as they must legislate for all they could not fully satisfy 
everybody. He could give a personal assurance, how- 
ever, that where a pharmacist felt he had a justifiable 
grievance it would at all times be sympathetically con- 
sidered.

Branding of Ampoules: The Secretary of the Medical 
Superintendents’ Association wrote, inquiring if any 
decision had been made by the Board regarding a pre- 
vious suggestion that all ampoules should be etched to 
indicate permanently the nature of the contents. 

It was resolved that the President and a member of 
the Board should interview Dr. Keane, the Secretary of 
the Medical Superintendents’ Association, and discuss 
this matter with him. 

Rauwolfia: A member said there had been many in- 
quiries concerning the status of rauwolfia preparations 
in relation to the Poisons Schedules. These prepara- 
tions were not specifically named, although the Board 
had expressed the opinion that they were covered by 
the item “All poisonous alkaloids,” which fell in Part 1 
of the Second Schedule. 

The Board formally ruled that rauwolfia preparations 
are covered by the item and are subject to the restric- 
tions applying to all substances and preparations in- 
cluded in Part 1 of the Second Schedule to the Poisons 
Act 1928. 

Combined Pharmacy-Science Scholarships: The Pre- 
sident reported to the Board on discussions which had 
taken place with the Officer-in-Charge, Commonwealth 
Scholarships Adjunct, Melbourne, and with the Sec- 
retary of the Faculty of Science, regarding the grant- 
ing of scholarships for students wishing to take com- 
bined Pharmacy-Science courses. One such scholarship 
had been granted in this State, and the discussions 
indicated that similar applications would be considered. 
In the discussion with the Secretary of the Science 
Faculty the possibility of some fusion of the courses 
was dealt with. The talks had been purely exploratory 
and a report had been made to the Executive of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, which was the body which 
would have to initiate negotiations if it considered 
that desirable. He understood that the matter had 
been mentioned at a meeting of the Council, which 
had agreed in principle. The report was received. 

Lead Paints: A communication was received from the 
Chief Health Officer inquiring if the Board could deal 
with paints containing lead, under the provisions of the 
Poisons Regulations, and if it would be prepared to do 
so. It was resolved that a reply be sent to the effect 
that the Board could by means of the Poisons Regula- 
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tions deal with such substances and would be prepared 
to do so. 

Control of Apprenticeship: Consideration was given 
to suggestions for amendment of the Labour and In- 
dustry Act and the section of the Medical Act 1928, 
relating to apprenticeship and the course of training 
for apprentices, and it was agreed that an approach 
be made to the respective departments with a view to 
having amendment of these Acts introduced along the 
lines indicated. The President said that the Executives 
of the pharmaceutical organisations were aware of the 
proposals. 

Dangerous Drugs Registers: A member of the Board 
submitted a report on a number of Dangerous Drugs 
Registers which had been called in during the month, 
and submitted to examination. Several of these were 
faulty, and it was resolved that letters pointing out 
the defects and requesting greater care in recording 
be sent to the chemists concerned. 

November-December Examinations: Arrangements 
for the Intermediate and Final Examinations were dis- 
cussed and draft time tables submitted were approved. 
The President said that a written paper in Forensic 
Pharmacy (Section VII) would be set for the first time 
at this examination. 

Financial: The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement, and accounts totalling 
£572/12/6 were passed for payment. 

The meeting then adjourned.

College Time-Table——Two communications were re- 
ceived relating to the lecture time-table for students at 
the College of Pharmacy. One of the letters was from 
the Victorian Pharmacy Students’ Association — the 
other from a member. Both advocated that urgent con- 
sideration be given to the time-table so as to avoid the 
present broken times at lectures and at the pharmacy. 

The President said that the Executive had for some 
time past given considerable thought to this problem. 
They were not sure that any drastic change could be 
made until the new College building was available. 
He thought, however, that every possibility should be 
closely examined. Mr. Davis suggested that a special 
meeting of the Council should be called for considera- 
tion of this subject alone. The President stated that 
the matter would be considered by the Executive, and 
if necessary, the Council would be called together. 

Quarterly Meeting.—In view of the fact that arrange- 
ments for a guest speaker for the quarterly meeting 
proposed for October could not be finalised, it was re- 
solved that forward arrangements be made for a guest 
speaker for the annual meeting which would be held 
in March, 1956. 

Motion Sickness Remedies.—The following communi- 
cation from the Pharmacy Board of Victoria in reply 
to a letter from the Council was presented: 

“I am instructed by the Board to state that it cannot 
see its way at present to exemption from prescription 
control of antihistaminic preparations for the prevention 
of motion sickness. 

“The Board has considered the matter on a number 
of occasions and finds it very difficult to find a satis- 
factory division of antihistaminics which are harmless 
and those which it is considered should be controlled 
by limitation to prescription. 

“At a recent meeting of the Foisons Schedules Ad- 
visory Panel, Professor F. H. Shaw reported on experi- 
mental administration to groups of students and re- 
search workers of well-known proprietary motion sick- 
ness remedies. A number of the students were inca- 
pacitated for periods of up to seven hours notwithstand- 
ing that two tablets (twice the recommended dose) were 
administered. The conclusion was reached that the 
number of people affected adversely by uncontrolled 
administration of antihistaminics is such that these 
effects must be regarded as something more than in- 
dividual idiosyncrasy.” 

The President said these preparations were on sale 
at kiosks at the various airports and it was wrong that 
chemists could not also sell them. So far as he knew 
Victoria was the only State in which prescription only 
control existed. 

Presentation by Students.-—Office-bearers of the Vic- 
torian Pharmacy Students’ Association attended the 
Council meeting at 11 a.m., for the pufpose of making 
a presentation. The President of the V.P.S.A., Mr. R. N. 
Van den Berg, introduced his Executive, and called 
on Mr. J. Hawksley (Honorary Treasurer) to hand to 
the Council a donation. 

Mr. Hawksley said it gave him very much pleasure, 
on behalf of his Committee, to hand to the Society 
a cheque for £810/2/1, being the proceeds of the last 
Pharmacy Ball. This, he thought, was the largest 
eheque yet presented, and “he trusted that the gift 
would be of real value. He made a suggestion that em- 
phasis should be placed on the fact that the new College 
was to be known as the War Memorial College. He 
thought this might attract interest and donations from 
other sources. 

The President, in accepting the cheque, expressed the 
extreme pleasure of the Council at the interest shown 
by the Students’ Association. The annual Pharmacy 
Ball, he said, was the best organised function through-

Mr. Leonard Long, a past President of the Society, 
and also of the Pharmacy Students’ Association, also 
supported the remarks of the President and Honorary 
Treasurer. He said he felt the fine spirit which actuated 
the students was of greater value than the money they 
had donated. He commended the Committee on its 
efforts, in the interest of students and in providing a 
social programme. The experience gained, he said, 
would be invaluable to them in the future, and they 
would never regret the effort put into the organisation 
of such functions and the running of their Association 
generally. In addition, he was sure it brought them 
very much pleasure and enjoyment. 

The student delegation then withdrew. 

Financial.—_The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement, and accounts totalling 
£3085/14/6 were passed for payment

Legal Advice._Matters on which the Solicitor had 
furnished advice during the month included: (a) Fee 
claimed by an architect for advice in regard to a new 
pharmacy, (b) tenancy of premises, (c) renewal of lease. 

A country member wrote stating that he had been 
given to understand that under recent amendments 
to the Health Act pharmacies were liable to registration 
as food premises. He had been informed that the 
ceiling of such premises must be impervious to dust, 
but that a painted wooden tongue-and-groove ceiling 
was not regarded as adequate, being a possible ground 
for deregistration and/or prosecution. The Solicitor 
recommended that the member should take no steps 
at the present time to alter the ceiling of his pharmacy, 
at least until he received some warning from a re- 
sponsible authority. 

The Secretary said similar advice had been received 
from another country member, and he had conveyed 
to him the substance of the opinion given by the 
Solicitor on the first inquiry. 


The Chairman said that if it was found that a regu- 
lation had been gazetted that might require the regis- 
tration of pharmacies as food premises, the whole 
matter would have to be taken up with the Guild, so 
that the two bodies together could take appropriate 
action to protect members from unnecessary and har- 
assing restrictions. 

Legal Defence.—The Secretary reported that a city 
member had informed him that an officer of the General 
Health Branch of the Department of Health claimed 
that a bottle of a proprietary preparation had been 
purchased from his pharmacy, carrying on the label 
the words “Registered under the Victorian Health 
(Patent Medicines) Act 1942.” The official communi- 
cation to him stated that this preparation was not regis- 
tered (and had never been registered) under the Health 
(Proprietary Medicines) Act, and he was requested to 
show cause within 14 days why action should not be 
taken against him for the breach of the Food and Drug 
Standards Regulations. The Secretary said the P.D.L. 
Solicitor had advised the member of the terms of 
the reply. The whole circumstances of the transaction 
suggested a trap purchase. The article was marketed 
by a company in Sydney. 

The Chairman said he thought this was a case that 
should be taken up with the Department. After dis- 
cussion, it was resolved to defer action until the reply 
of the Department to the member was received. 

Claims.—The Secretary reported that after one matter 
had been brought to finality during the month the 
member had written thanking the P.D.L. “for the efforts 
put in on h‘s behalf.” 

Negotiations were still proceeding on two other 
claims. In one case a definite offer had been made, 
and in the other the position of the prescriber in 
relation to the incident was being examined. 

Articles of Association.—A letter received from the 
N.S.W. Branch Secretary was discussed. It was re- 
solved that a reply be forwarded stating that the 
Directors would welcome suggestions for amendments 
which were considered necessary, but that they did 
not consider that the articles needed complete revision. 
The articles applied to all States in Australia, and 
for that reason they must be left as broad as possible 
in their wording. However, there might be certain 
articles which needed amendment in view of specific 
conditions in New South Wales, and they could receive 
attention at the earliest opportunity.

INSURANCE: READ THE POLICY YOURSELF 


The case of Anglo-Pacific Trading Co. v. Steadfast 
Insurance Co. 1955 V.L.R. 288 lays down the whole- 
some rule that where parties prepare and sign a 
written agreement, it is that agreement which decides 
their respective rights, and not what one or the other 
is alleged to have said it meant during some discussion. 

In that case plaintiffs took out a floating policy on 
cargoes of scrap metal for shipment to Japan, and 
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from time to time “declared” parcels on various ships 
for voyages from Melbourne to Osaka. 

Some having been lost, defendants took the objection 
that the parcels were not sent on any voyage to Osaka, 
but to other ports in Japan. Plaintiffs thereupon 
claimed that defendants had told them it did not matter, 
and had in fact paid on other parcels in similar cir- 
cumstances. 

Defendants applied to have this reply struck out on 
the ground that it was no answer to the defence that 
the losses did not take place on the insured voyage, 
and the Court agreed. The policy was there in writing 
for the plaintiffs to see for themselves. There was no 
allegation of fraud, or that it did not conform to the 
actual agreement of the parties, and the suggestion of 
the plaintiffs that someone had them it did not 
mean what it said was no defence. Even if this had 
actually been said, the plaintiffs were just as well able 
to read the document as the defendants, and it was 
the real meaning of the policy which the parties had 
accepted as their contract, not casual remarks as to 
what someone said it meant.

SYNTHETIC DETERGENTS AND 
BUBBLE TROUBLE 


Recently thousands of tiny bubbles were seen floating 
in the sky above Denham, Buckinghamshire. A pilot 
said that he flew through “huge formations” of them 
at 1000 ft. The bubbles came from a local sewage 
works. Piles of bubbles were built up at an outflow, 
and were carried into the sky by fairly strong winds. 
The cause of this strange phenomenon was apparently 
an excess of synthetic detergent in sewage. While 
it is not very often that local atmospheric conditions 
are favourable for the production bubble clouds 
on this scale, the incident is a reminder of one of the 
problems arising from the increasing use of detergents 
in homes and factories. Some preliminary research on 
these problems has been carried out by the Water 
Pollution Research Laboratory of the D.S.I.R. Accord- 
ing to their latest report (for 1954, H.M.S.O., 3/- net), 
the work on the effect of these materi on sewage 
treatment has so far been inconclusive 1 one experi- 
ment with percolating filters effluent f very good 
quality were obtained, and the presence of the deter- 
gent caused no change either in the biociiemical oxygen 
demand or the degree of nitrificatio: In another, 
rather larger experiment, the quality of the final 
effluent was poorer when synthetic detergent was being 
used than when it was not. Clearly it is necessary to 
carry out more experiments of this kind. The difficulty 
is that the work can be done only at place where 
synthetic detergents can be excluded from the sewage 
during part of the test. The co-operat f institutions 
such as hospitals and schools seems desirable. 

Other research has been concerned with the effect 
of synthetic detergents discharged to streams. It has 
been found that they may delay the rate of recovery 
of a polluted stream, and also that they are appreciably 
toxic to fish. In the latter test the lowest concen- 
tration of washing powders examined gave by analysis 
an average concentration of anionic detergent equiva- 
lent to 1.26 p.p.m. sodium lauryl sulphate, and this 
produced 50 per cent. mortality with a period of ex- 
posure of just under 12 weeks. With a concentration 
equivalent to 4 p.p.m. sodium laury! sulphate the cor- 
responding median period of survival was about seven 
days. ow ever, it is not yet certain that the material 
in the sewage ‘effluent is of exactly the same com- 
position as that originally present in the washing 
powders. It is possible that some change in anionic 
detergent might occur during its passage through a 
sewage treatment works.—Manufacturing Chemist, May, 
1955
